ALL RECEIPTS WERE LARGE. 


Gevernment Statement Shows Big Rev- 
enues for Six Months, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The forthcom- 
ing statement of the government receipts 
and expenditures will show that during the 
half year ending to-day the receipts aggre- 
gated $245,961,890, against $207.760,674 for the 
same period last year. According to the 
Treasury records, these receipts are _the 
largest since 1866, when they reached $598,- 
032,620 for the entire fiscal year, and $4W,- 

634,010 in 1867. 

With the exception of these two years, 
the receipts never before in the bistory of 
the country exceeded $490,000,000, and only 
seven times have they ever reached $400,-

months amounted to $96,045,839, as compared 
with $62,825,021 for the game period Jast 
year.

HE HATED. YOUNG GIRLS. 


Horribly Mutilated His Victims Be- 
cause He Found His Chief Pleas- 
ure in Human Agony. 


PARIS, Dec. $1.—Joseph Vacher, the 
French “Jack the Ripper,’”’ was guillotined 
at Bourghen-Breese, capital of the Depart- 
ment of t * Ain, this morning. He pro- 
tested hi. anocence and feigned insanity 
to the last. He was 2 years old and was 
condemned at the October Assizes at Ain. 
Early in life he is known to have mur- 
dered four boys, 6ix women and girls and 


an old widow. Most of the victims were 
tending herds when Vacher came behind 
them and cut their throats. 


The crimes of Joseph Vacher have sur- 
passed in number and atrocities those of 
the Whitechapel murderer known as “Jack 
the Ripper.’’ His homicidal mania first 
broke out in 184. He claimed after his ar- 
rest that as every action has an object, 
and as his motive was neither theft nor 
vengeance, his irresponsibility was estab- 
lished. Physiologically, physicians have re- 
garded the case as interesting. It was 
shown that Vacher had been confined in an 
asylum for the insane and that while doing 
military duty a love affair caused him to 
attempt self-destruction by shooting. 

The victims of Vacher were shepherds and 
shepherdesses. His hatred was particularly 
directed against yourg girls. He_first cut 
the throats of his victims with a Knife and 
afterward mutilated them with a razor. 
He was arrested last year after the police 
bad searched for him for a long time in 
vain, 

In defense of Vacher it was pointed out 
that when a youth he was bitten by a mad 
dog and that the village herbalist gave 
him some medicine, after drinking which 
he became irritable and brutal, whereas he 
had previously been quiet and inoffensive, 
It also appears from these statements that 
from that time he had developed a passion 
for human blood. Referring to his crimes, 
Vacher is quoted as saying: 

“My victims never suffered, for while I 
throttled them with one hand, I simply 
took their lives with a sharp instrument 
in the other. 

“TIT am an anarchist, and I am opposed to 
society, no matter what the form of gov- 
ernment may bDe.’’ 

This desperate criminal was notoriously 
vain and fancied ‘himself a hero. He re- 
fused to speak about his crimes except on 
two conditions: One, that the full story of 
his murders be published in the leading 
French papens, and the other that. he 
should the tried separately for each crime 
in the district where it was committed. 

The exact number of Vacher’s victims 
will never be known, but it is said that 
twenty-three assassinations had been 
brought home to him in October last, and 
the number was added to as time wore on. 
In fact, it is doubtful whether the mur- 
derer himself Knew the real number of his 
victims. He nonchalantly told the story 
of some fresh tragedy from time to time 
to the examining magistrate as the details 
came back to his mind, and in each case 
the investigation thas furnished full cor- 
roboration of Vacher’s narrative. The 
bedies in each case were found in 
places indicated—in lonely thickets or in 
unused wells. He seems to have killed 
merely for the sake of killing.

ous parte of their business all over the 
worl They have correspondents every- 
where, and offices at New York, Chicago, 
Kansas City, St. Paul. Denver and Port- 
land, Ore. They unravel mysterious disap- 
pearances, look after fraudulent claims 
made for insurance, look after employes, 
ete. The prejudice aganst private detec- 
Eres like all prejudices, is a great mis- 
ake.

The great fight over the Speakership is 
between the State administration and those 
whom it has antagonized. If the adminis- 
tration wins it will have comparatively 
Smooth sailing during the session, If it 
ehould lose, the session will be full of pit- 
falls and obstructions for it. 

The fight started with the open oppos!- 
tion of the Governor to the Speakership 
candidacy of J. H. Whitecotton of Monroe 
County. The quarrel between the Governor 
and Mr. Whitecotton dates from two years 


- ago, when the latter opposed the Adminis- 


tration in the Hovse. Mr. Whitecotton let 
the Governor do most of the talking and 
fighting. He figured that the effect of this 
would be to draw to himeelf al) the forces 
in opposition to the Governor. Mr. Wh'te- 
cotton has encouraged the impression that 
he was beine persecuted. 

The Governor, in order to beat Mr. White- 
cotton, for a time let jt be krown that 
he wag favorable to the candidacy of any 
One of four men W. Ward of Stod- 
dard County, George T. Lee of Carter 
ante W. 8S.

COMPTROLLER OF THE CURRENCY 
DAWES TALKS OF NEED OF 
“CURRENCY REFORM.” 


HIS PLAN ALL FOR GOLD. 


Retirement of the Greenback He Con- 
siders the First Essential in 
Forming a Stable Money Policy. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—The Hon. Charles G. 
Dawes, Comptroller of the Currency, was 
the guest of the Commercial Club this eve- 
ning, and delivered an address on “Cur- 
rency Reform,” He gaid in part: 

“In the election of 1896, the chief issue 
before the American people for settlement 
ve that of the maintenamce of the gold 
stdndard, and a sound governmental cur- 
rency. The commercial crisis of 1893 with 
the consequent reduction in the govern- 
mental revenues has developed an inherent 
weakness in our prezent monetary system, 
which before that time had been latent. 
This weakness was largely due to two 
causes; first, the disproportion existing be- 
tween demand governmental currency lia- 
bilities and the gold held by the treasury 
for their redemption; second, the fact that 
these demand currency liabilities like 
greenbacks, being once redeemed in gold, 


could be paid out again for government 
expenses, thus making possible a furtner 
presentation for goid redempt.on, and cre- 
ating what has become commonhy known 
a ‘endless chain.’ 

’ «he quest.on now before the Cahgress of 
the United States is that of the proper in- 
terpretation into law of the voice of the 
people expressed in 1896 in favor of sound 
money and the gold standard. The Pres- 
ident of the United States has in two suc- 
cessive annual messages to Congress re- 
commended a plan, by the adoption of 
which the Government can protect proper- 
ly its outstanding currency liabilities, and 
break the endiess chain without contract- 
ing the curreney or seeking assistance from 
private corporations in meeting its obliga- 
tions of gold redemption. 

‘The lessening of the disproportion be- 
tween the demand currency liabilities and 
recommendation which, if enacted into law, 
deem them, for the occomplishment of 
which surplus governmental revenues 
seemed one year ago absolutely essential, 
has been brought about by the nnancial 
operat.ons of the Treasury incident to the 
war, and by the growing confidence of the 
people in the stability of the gold standard, 
Which has led them to freely deposit gold 
in the Treasusy in exchange for notes. As 
pointed out in the President’s last message, 
the proportion of net gold holdings to de- 
mand currency liabilit.es of the ‘I'reasury 
Nov. 1, 1898, was 25.35 per cent, as compared 
with 16.96 per cent Nov. 1, 1897. Recogniz- 
ing these conditions, the President in his 
last annual. message to Congress makes a 
the gold in the Treasury with which to re- 
would break the endless chain, and still 
further strengthen the condition of Gov- 
ernmental currency already so greatly im- 


ee by the Treasury operations of the 


ast year. His words are as follows; 

“‘In my judgment the present condition 
of the treasury amply justifies the im- 
mediate enactment of the legislation rec- 
ommended one year ago under which a 
portion of the gold holdings should be 
placed in a trust fund from which green- 
backs should be redeemed upon presenta- 
tion, but when once redeemed should not 


thereafter be paid ou except for gol.’ 


“The words of his recommendation in 
1897 were, ‘That when any of the United 
States notes are presented for redemption 
in gold and are redeemed in gold such note 
fhall be Kept and set apart, and only paid 
out in exchange for gold. This is an ob- 
vious duty.’ 

“This is the interpretation placed by the 
President of the United States upon the 
nature of the demand of the people in 
1896 for monetary reform, and while not 
denying. as his message shows, the neces- 
sity of-other legislation, which he leaves to 
the wisdom of Congress, he strongly urges 
its enactment into law. Before the con- 
sideration of any of the banking bills upon 
which there is such diversity and conflict 
of both expert and popular opinion, this 
plain practical and simple solution of the 
sovernmental currency situation suggested 
by the Prezident should pass into law. To 
his plan, easily comprehended by the great 
body of our citizens, all those in favor of 
currency reforms should give their un- 
quaiified and loyal sunnort.

What the Flag Stands For.—The new year opens auspiciously 
with a celebration of the final overthrow of tyrannous Span- 
ish power in the Western Hcmisphere. But while we are glor!i- 
fying the achievements in arms of the nation we should not 
forget what the flag stands for. It symbolizes justice, liberty 
and honor. As Americans we should resolve that Old Glory 
shall never wave Over injustice, oppression or dishonor. Let 
us be true to ourselves, our principles and our pledges wher- 
ever the flag has been carried. 
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IS IT DICTATOR STEPHENS? 


In an interview on the subject of the contest for the Speaker- 
ship of the House Gov. Stephens clearly intimates the truth 
of the report that he is taking an active part in the fight. He 
expresses preference for one of the candidates and hostility to 
another. Discussing the attitude of Mr. Whitecotton towards 
him and his administration, the Governor asks: . 

Now, then, how can I, in justice to the position I hold as Gov- 
ernor of the State of Missouri, indorse the candidacy of such 
a man as Whitecotton for Speaker of the House, when such im- 
portant legislation is demanded by and due the public, and when 
I know in advance that my best efforts to serve the people of 
the State will be thwarted if he presides over that branch of the 
Assembly? 

If Missouri Democrats of intelligence are not profoundly 
astonished and grieved at this remark of the Governor, they 
must be intensely amused. Gov. Stephens’ public assumption 
of the powers of a supreme boss is either due to dense igno- 
rance of the relations of the chief executive to the Legislature 
and the theory of republican government, or he is the boldest 
dictator that ever attempted to overthrow free government. 
The Pust-Dispatch has no favorites in the race, but would like 
to ask why the Governor shoyld assume to indorse or reject 
a candidate for the Speakership of the House? What right 
has he to interfere in the election of a Speaker? Wherein 
are his power and will to serve the people greater than those 
of the Legislature exercising its functions in its own way? 
On what ground can his interference with the House be justi- 
fied or excused? 

The Governor ought to know that the Legislature is an in- 
dependent and co-ordinate branch of the State government. 
He ought to know that its absolute independence of any other 
branch of the government is necessary to the proper discharge 
of its functions; it is necessary to the safety of the people from 
executive tyranny. 

If the Governor can dictate the choice of a Speaker he can 
control the appointment of committees and thus control the 
legislation of the House; he holds the purse and the law- 
making power of the State in the hollow of his hand. 

Hitherto the relations of the departments of the State gov- 
ernment have been diplomatic. Jealousy of @ncroachment and 
rigid maintenancé of separate and independent powers have 
marked their attitude toward each other in the past. Inter- 
ference of one with the other has been regarded not merely as 
gross breach of decorum, but a violation of Democratic prin- 
ciple and an attack upon republican institutions. 

Shall all of this be changed in favor of Gov. Stephens’ novel 
duties and responsibilities? Shall the 
Governor pack the bench with his favorites and put in the 
chair of the Speaker of the House a henchman who can be 
trusted to do his bidding? ‘ 

If the Democracy of Missouri is willing to submit to this sort 


‘of thing let us change the title of the State’s chief executive 


officer from Governor to Dictator, and have done with the 
farce of republican government at Jefferson City.

Co-Operation ‘1 Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 


Replying to ‘“Interested,”’ I agree with 
him that a co-operative colony in Missouri 
would be a good thing. 

I believe the reason Alcander Longley 
of the Altruist cannot get recruits for his 
concern is that he is an extreme commun- 
ist. His idea is to have all members live 
in a single building—the old phalanstery— 
which would be very likely to produce 
confusion in family life and much disagree- 
ment. And he expects every one to put 
into the enterprise their entire means, 
holding back nothing, with the object of 
seeing whether the: experiment is a suc- 
cess, 

What is wanted is co-operation rather 
than communism, for which very few are 
prepared. Ths Ruskin colony has sepa- 
rate houses for families and in no way 
interferes with family life or individual 
taste in dress or other personal ways.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—John Sherman, 
politician, statesman, financier, a former 
member of the Cabinet, Senate and House 
of Representatives, his frail form stooped 
under the weight of more than three score 
years and ten, but still came slowly into 
the Senate this morning to witness the 
last rites over his lifetime friend and com- 
panion, the late Senator Morrill. 

He glided slowly through the maze of 
seats until he reached the one he occu- 
pied for many years, and them sat down, 
Scarcely a dozen people were in the cham- 
ber at the time and for many minutes the 
venerable old man sat alone. His head 
was bowed and with his long, thin fingers 
he carelessly stroked his straggling beard. 
He looked a study in depression. Senator 
Foraker came over shortly and took @® 
seat near him and the two chatted in un- 
dertones several minutes before the final 
services began. Throughout the ceremony 
Mr. Sherman rested his head on his hand 
and leaned over, like one in deep thomght. 
The coffin lid had been removed and the 
face of the dead was in full view. Oc- 
casionally Mr. Sherman raised his head, 
lifted himself up in his seat amd glanced 
hastily at the bier. There were no tears 
in this eyes, but if he could have given 
vent to his feelings, the tears would have 
fallen like an April shower. 


LAST HONORS TO MR. MORRILL. 


Impressive Funeral Services in the 


Senate Chamber. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Funeral ser- 
vices over the late Senator Justin 8. Mor- 
rill of Vermont were held in the United 
States Senate chamber at noon to-day with 
impressive dignity in the presence of a 
distingu'‘shed assemblage, including the 
President and Vice-President of the United 
States, members of the Cabinet, Justices 
of the Supreme Court, Senatora® 
resentatives in Congress, the ° 
the House and representatives of ‘ 
navy and of the diplomatic corp 
as a concourse of private citizens, Who took 
this means of testifying the affectionate 
regard in which Mr. Morrill was universal- 
ly held. 

Early in the day the remaine were 
borne from the family residence on Massa- 
chusetts avenue to the Capitol. There was 
no service at the house and the funeral 
cortage to the Capitol was simple and 
formal. 

Arriving there the casket was earried 
direct to the Senate Chamber and de- 
posted in the semi-circular area, imme- 
diately in front of the pres‘ding officer's 
desk. The casket was of rich but simpie 
design, with black brondcloth covering 
and heavy oxidized silver handles. A silver 
plate on top bore the inscription:

The rea 
report of the physician on Brice. the offi- 
cial of the company said, showed that the 
financier was physically sound as a newly- 
minted dollar. Mr. Brice took out a new 
policy for $250.000.

ROBERTS STANDS HIS GROUND. 


Says the Fight on Him Is Made by Re- 
ligious Bigots. &

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SENTIMENT ON THE NEW 
POLL TAX. 


OPINIONS FOR AND AGAINST. 


Councilman Armentrout Thinks the 
Citizens Will Finally Consent to 
What He Thinks a Good Thing. 


A merry war is promised before long in 
Kirkwood over the proposed establishment 
of a saloon in the community. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen an ordinance was passed, fixing a 
dramshop license at $7* a year. 

The town charter provides that before a 
saloon can be opened the signatures of a 
majority of the taxpayers must be secured. 

In the last election the alleged caloon 


element won, with John Geiger, Dennis 
Lane and €, S. Armentrout as candidates 
for the Council. 

A census of Kirkwood is now being taken 
with a view of levying a poll tax against 
each male adult. Certain residents say this 
is for the purpose of obtaining support for 
the element favoring a saloon, a petition 
for which will be circulated in a few days. 
7 Alderman Armentrout is Outspoken in 
his views on the question at issue. 

The poll tax is levied,”’ he said, ‘“‘simply 
to raise funds sufficient for making good 
Streets and roadways. This talk about the 
breweries paying the $1 poll tax to be as- 
sessed against many citizens -is the veriest 
nonsense. I can’t see any harm in an or- 
derly-conducted saloon in our tewn. There 
are three saloons within a stone’s throw of 
Kirkwood and one 9 feet across the border 
line in St. Louis County. 

“The poll tax will also be levied against 
non-residents, who own vacant lots, so that 
a large number outside of Kirkwood will 
have a voice in determining whether we 
shall have a saloon. It is this fact princi- 
pally that has induced a clique of persons 
to assert the poll tax law was passed solely 
to enlist a majority for the saloon. Four- 
fifths of the business men of Kirkwood fa- 
vor it, and many who are perfect teetotalers 
want the saloon, as it will increase our 
revenues materially. , 

‘There may be a fight against us, but as 
yet no sentiment has been manifested. How 
soon the saloon petition will be submitted 
to the taxpayers, I am unable to say.”

They are in league with the mem- 
bers against it.

NATIONAL STOCK YARDS. 


Previous Records Eclipsed in Hogs, 
Horses and Mules. 

People at the St. Louis National Stock 
Yards in East St. Louis have become so 
accustomed to record breakers in their 
business of recent years that to simply 


break two records out of four in 1898 seems 
a little tame to them, The receipts for 18% 
were 683,707 cattle as against 788,690 in 
1897; 1,728,317 hogs in 1898 as against 1,630,773 
hogs; 110,275 horses and mules in 1898 as 
against 80.735; 435,893 sheep in 1898 as against 
604,081. The cattle and sheep receipts, ac- 
cording to the National Live Stock Re- 
porter, show decreased figures solely on 
account of the shortage of Texas mar- 
keting. This is in common with other mar- 
kets. The National Yards received an in- 
creased percentage of Texans, but the out- 
put from that State was smaller. The cat- 
tle receipts from Alabama, Louisiana and 
Mississippi for the year were 1500 cars and 
but for quarantine troubles these figures 
would have increased. During 1898 St. 
Louis received 45.2 per cent of all the quar- 
antine cattle, against 40.3 in 1897 and 34.1 in 
189. The pig sale was a record breaker. 
The horse and mule department was pat- 
ronized by the National Government for 
17,000 mules to use in the war. This depart- 
ment was augmented during the year with 
one large two-story brick stable to accom- 
modate 500 head, and two mule barns, each 
of 400-head capacity. The sanitary arrange- 
ment of this department receives many 
commendations. The yards have laid about 
(000 square feet of vitrifled’ brick paving 
in the pens and streets during the year, 
and the work will be continued. Exten- 
sive additions to the Nelson Morris & Co. 
plant have about doubled its capacity. Three 
new locomotives were added to the yards’ 
railroad, which has a mileage of 25 to 30. 
The Chicago Packing and Provisjon Co., 
which bought the East St. Louis Packing 
Co.’s plant, did a fine business last year.

ALL RECORDS BEATEN, 
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CASTING UP THE ACCOUNTS OF 
THE TRADE FOR THE 
PAST YEAR. 


EXPORTS WERE $1,250,000. 


The Year 1898 Closed in a Blaze of 
Speculative Glory, With Prices 
Tending Upward. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK, Dec. 31.—The trade reports 
brought down to the close of the year act- 
ually read like a business Te Deum. It is 
impossible to study the figures compiled and 
the facts collated without recognizing the 
fact that Wall street’r buoyant speculation, 
whatever its upshot may be, is unusually 
well grounded. All former records are left 
far behind in the reports upon the country’s 
foreign and domestic trade in this year of 


grace. 


Magnificent as is the showing of the 


our foreign commerce. , 
sold to the rest of the world $1,250,000,000 
of our products and have in turn vought 
from other countries less than half that 
sum. For the first time in tne history of 
the country’s trade our exports of manu- 
factured goods have been in excess of our 
imports. The disparity is likely to increase 
and the growing divergence indicates the 
assumption by this country of a new place 
in the foreign exchanges. 

The net imports of guid in the meantime 
have aggregated §$l4v,000,000—aiso a new 
record in any calendar year. What our 
imports of our own securities, and the con- 
sequent cancellation of our foreign funded 
debt, have amounted jo can only be con- 
jectured. In addition we are allow.ng @ 
deferred settlement of Europe's purchases 
of our products to the extent of §75,00u,000 
accounts of individual exporters being set- 
tled through recourse to the New York 
money market, and after a.l this we find 
that money produces less interest in ail 
the important cities of America than it does 
in the world’s whilom financial center, 
London. 


The record of the year’s dealings on the 
Stock Exchange is in accord with the 
many and noteworthy advances in price 
in the period. 

In the year of 1898 the Stock Exchange 
records show that the dealings in stock 
footed up 112,000,000 shares as against (6,- 
000,000 shares last year and 86,000,000 in 
1892. This year’s record is exceeded only 
by those for 1881 and 1882. 

All the Wall! street exchanges were closed 
to-day execepting the New York Produce 
Exchange. he brokers’ offices throughout 
the financial district were, however, gen- 
erally open, and the heads of the firms, as 
well as the clerks, were hard at work upon 
the accounts of an unusually prosperous 
year. The London Sto. k Exchange was do- 
ing business as usual to-day. and much 
interest was taken in the cabled quotations 
for the internationally lsted American 
shares. These quotations generally showed 
advances compared with New York par- 
ity, Reading being a particularly strong 
feature. Money in London was quoted at 
4 per cent, and the rates of discount in 
the open market for both short and three 
months’ bills at 2%@3% per cent. The 
amount of bullion that went into the Bank 
fof England on balance to-day was 16,000 
ounds &terling. Bar silver was quiet at 

6-164 per ounce. At Paris rentes were 
quoted at M1 francs 75 centimes for the ac- 
count. Gold was quoied at Buenos Ayres 


at 109.20. 


The year on the stock exchange came to 
a close in the predicted Diaze of sapecu- 
lative glory.

estimate, the life of the present move- 
ment in the stock market. here is noth- 
ing in sight of a-character to &Brrest the 
upward movement. The ‘history of all such 
periods of speculative activity shows that 
the prices of securities are apt to be car- 


ried as much beyond their actual or ap- 


proximate value as they are to be un- 
duly depressed in perlods of business Sstag- 
nation or financial or political disturb- 
ance. It is evident that the current mar- 
ket has a momentum that must carry it 
onward and upward until confidence be- 
comes unsettled and by some untoward oc- 
currence or ‘by some now unforseeable 
change in the outside situation. 

There is no question that the practically 
uninterrupted rise in prices has encouraged 
over trading, and that many speculators 
and commission houses also have assumed 
obligations beyond their financial resour- 
ces. This is shown by the fact that while 
money on call, even in the flurry of the 
final week of the year, did not rise above 

per cent, and for the most part could 
be ihad freely at 3 per cent, transactions 
are known where certain money lenders 
have obtained as muchyas 6 per cent and 
% premium for carrying over extended 
concerns through the holidays. 

The meaning of this is that the houses 
in question have accepted these beyond 
their ability to finance and its further 
meaning is that in the event of some sud- 
den and unexpected blow to confidence the 
holdings of these houses would be per- 
emptorily forced upon the market. What 
the result would be may be readily con- 
ceived, and this circumstance constitutes 
one source of weakness in the present 
market situation. Yet another source of 
weakness is the ak A heavy speculation in 
the securities of the newly reorganized 
railroads and the industria] shares. Irres- 
pective of the merits of these issues, and 
not impugning their actual or prospective 


as first-class collateral, acceptable to the

LYING A HIGH KITE 


WHEAT FUTURES SHOW A GAIN 
OF 3 1-2 CENTS IN THE 
PAST WEEK. 


Wheat futures are selling higher now 
than at any time since last June, On May 
31 wheat at Chicago wae $1.75 per bu. That 


wes at the end of the Leiter corner. On 
June 1 Leiter put the price at $1.25. from 
which it kept on going down until in the 
middle of June in the local ;it the price 
got below 70c and jit never got beyond that 
again until this month Now. May wheat 
is over 7ic and the indications are that it 
will go higher. This represents a gain for 
the week of 34¢c, the b.ggest gain of this 
crop season, and the more remarkable be- 
cause it follows a bull Movement of two 
weeks’ duration, with hardly a lull. 

The only cause of this contiiuous ad- 
vance ig the outside public coming Into the 
market to buy. The natural conditions do 
not warrant it. That is to say taat there 
has been no such change in conditions In 
the last month as to account for the bulge. 
It is true Europe has been taking our 
wheat right along at the rate of between 6,- 
000,000 and 6,000,000 bu a week, but still with 
the marketing of the European crop this 
demand is bound to cease @oon and when it 
does, prices are likely to tumbie. The one 
encouraging feature In the export situa- 
tion is the fact that the European visible 
supply, while showing a smal) increase for 
the week, is still 9,000,000 bu less than at 
this time last year. 

The exports for the week have been very 
heavy—over 6,000,000 bu, but still they are 
behind last year something over 7,000,000 bu. 

Local stocks show no accumulation, On 
the contrary, they are smailer than a week 
ago, and, whereas last month there were 
indications that we were going to catch up 
with last year, We are now nearly 1,0090,- 
000 bu behind. Prices of spot wheat have 
advanced with futures, and are from 1%@2c 
above a week ago.

Loan Demands Were Smaller, but De- 
posits Are Much Larger, With 
Continued Favorable Conditions. 


Rev. Dr. Griffin Led the Members of 
the Zion Methodist Church in 
an Unusual Celebration. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—The statement of 
the Associated Banks for the week ending 
this week shows a decrease of $403,806 in 
surplus reserve for the reason, principally, 
that the treasury called for the first year 
installment of the Pacific Railway deposits, 
thereby reducing the cash in banks. Other- 
Wise, the statement is favorable, and ex- 
hibits the present strength of the institu- 
tions whose items are included in the to- 
tals. 

Loans are $6,950,600, which is only mod- 
erate, considering the season and the 
velume of exchange transactions. De- 
posits, however, show a gain of $8,095,900, 
necessitating an increase in reserve of over 
‘two millions. 

The gain in cash for the week was only 
$1,583,400, which is the net remainder of the 
heavy interior receipts after deducting 
lasses to the treasury. The difference be- 
tween the cash and the expanded reserve 
requirements, of course came out of the 
surplus, reducing the exchanges as noted. 
This is a better report than had been 
anticipated. 

Now that the new year is at hand and 
interior receipts probably will grow, it 
would seem that the banks c&n sustain the 

resent volume of business without em- 
arrassment.. The fact that they have dur- 
ing the last 90 days provided for increased 
loan demands amounting to about $83,000,000 
and show deposits larger by $101,000,000, while 
their excess reserves are actually $3,853,000 
larger than on October ist, affords tangible 
evidence of the extent to which they can 
expand their resources under pressure. It 
is of interest to note that on December 31, 
one year ago, the exchange reserve Was 
only $15,788,750; deposits, $675,064,200; loans, 
$607,708,600, and total reserves, $184,555, 000. 

The year’s record has never been sur- 
passed, but it is surprising to note that the

PROCLAMATION KEPT SECRET. 


Position Toward Filipinos Must Be 
Cabled Back From Manila. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Upon full con- 
sideration of the authorities here have de- 


cided to adhere to their original intention 
to withold from publication the proclama- 
tion to be addressed to’ the Filipinos by 
Gen, Otis, the military commander of the 
islands, until the ddOcument has been given 
publicity at Manila. The proclamation is 
very long, going in great detail into con- 
ditions in the islands and outlining, as far 
as possible at this time, the intentions of 
the administration at Washington toward 
the people of the archipelago, the keynote 
being the strong intimation conveyed that 
the whole future happiness and welfare of 
the islanders depend upon their conduct 
now. The proclamation was prepared with 
great care and gone over in Cabinet and 
then mailed to Gen. Otis. That was about 
a week ago. Events of recent occurrence, 
however, led Secretary Alger to believe 
that conditions in the Philippines might be 
relieved of the strain in a considerable de- 
gree by the announcement of the purposes 
of the Government of the United States, 
and therefore the entire proclamation was 
cabled to Gen. Otis about four days ago. 
This was a costly proceeding, but one be- 
lieved to be warranted by the belief that 
it might result in averting a clash between 
the American forces and the Filipinos.

“It has often been said that Paul Mor- 
phy guve up his life because he studied 
hard to master chess.

One of the greatest lawyers in 
Boston phays chess half an hour each day 
simply for relaxation. 

“Though I give much of my time to 
chess I do not think my brain is injured 
for businees. I am interested in a business 
in Boston and am thoroughly familiar with 
the details, Since I have been prominent 
as a chess player I have placed all of the 
advertising for a number of big New York 
eoncerns and have done much other news 
paper work. 

“! have no set rules for food, sleep or 
exercise, l have always been a good 
walker, and that is about the only kind of 
exercise I take. I never go into training 
for a tournament, as a pugiliet does for a 
faht, nor do I restrict myself in the way 
of food or enjoyment.

@ to have rules for eating. All 
meals are governed by circumstances, 
When I am in New York I have breakfast 
at 12 o'clock, sometimes as late asl.

“I have to adjust myself to these differ- 
ent conditions and have always done 80, 
and I have never found bad results from 
any of them.

Seventeen years ago James Toft was a 
17-year-old lad reading law in the office of 
..@ barrister in a north of England town. He 


Was an impetuous, rollicking, not to say 


' hoisterous, yvoung fellow, but beneath it all 


there was a strong religious bent. From 
the Sunday school he turned to the Salva- 
itiom Army. He was converted at one of 
the army meetings. His enthusiasm and 
impetuceity would-not brook the restraints 
of the formal worship of the churches. 
The methods of the Salvation Army har- 
monized with this temperament. He be- 
came attached to the local corps. He wis 
ardenily in earnest, and, in spite of his 
youth, soon became an effective exhorter. 

The commander of that division went to 
the town in which Toft lived. He was at 


onee impressed by the earnest young <sol- 


Gier, made inquiries about him, learned 
that his ability was rather above the 
average and invited young Toft to engage 
in clerical work in the division head- 
quarters, The boy accepted, and after being 
in the office for .some time went 
training for an officer. 

About the time his training was com- 
pleted there was great need for officers in 
Sweden. Although he could not g6peak a 
word of Swedish, the superior officer of 
the Salvation Army had confidence in his 
ability to learn anything and adapt him- 
self to any conditions, and they sent him 
away to Sweden. 

At first he instructed a class in the 
duties of an officer, but after four months 
study under a teacher of languages he was 
éent to take charge of a corps. At first 
he was barely able to make his language 
understood, but he himself was under- 
stood, and after about a year he was able 
to expound the Seriptures in Swedish, 
Which any Swede could understand, 

Thére-was great opposition to the army 
aer"Sweden in those days. Laws were en- 


“® acted making it a m'sdemeanor for public 


*ntertainments or services to be held later 
“han 8 o’clock in the evening. They were 
made general in application, but were only 
intended to affect the meetings of the Sal- 
vation Army. Heavy penalties were at- 
tached.

with the advent of the army and the man- 
ner in which it was received by the com- 
mon people. The church instigated the en- 
actment of the laws in the expectation 
that the army work would be crushed be- 
fore it had fairly gained a foothold, 

But the army thrived there, as it has in 
other countries, on opposition. Officers 
were arrested and fined and thrown into 
prison. Capt. Toft was fined $800 and kept 
in prison thirty-three days. But these per- 
secut'ons simply drew public attention and 
public sympathy to them. 


There came a time when the Salvation 
Army Commander of the country, a woman, 
sought and was granted an audience 
with the Queen, who was religious. The 
Commander pleaded for the release of one 
of the officers who had been confined thirty 
days and had forty days yet to serve. The 
Queen took the Commander into the pres- 
ence of the King, and to him she repeated 
her story of the persecution of her people. 

The King sent an order at for the 
réiease of the officer 

After that appeals had’only to be made 


once 


to the King and the fines of Salvation 
Army officers were at once remitted and 
their sentences to imprisonment revoked. 
Toft was advanced rapidly. At the end 
of the twelfth year he held the rank of 
Maor. He was then transferred to Den- 
mark. He remained there two years. The 
last year he was second in command of the 
country, with the rank of Brigadier. 


Two years ago he was ordered to Amer- 
ica and to Chicago, where he was placed in 
charge of the Western division of the Scan- 
dinavian work. Two months ago the East- 
ern and Western divisions of the Scandi- 
navian work were consolidated and Briga- 
dier Toft was ordered to St. Louis to take 
the place of Brigadier Miles, who went 
East to become National Secretary of ju- 
venile work. 

The Brigadier has been absent almost 
constantly since coming here. He has been 
traveling over the midland division fa- 
miliarizing himself with conditions and get- 
ting acquainted with his officers. 

He has now completed his rounds and 
will begin to stir things up in St. Louls. 


Brigadier Toft is not unlike Brigadier 
Miles in many respects. He has the same 
earnestness, the same cordiality and im- 
petuosity, and the same abounding energy. 
He has the same\faculty for going to the 
heart of things, the same terseness of 
speech, and the same executive ability. 

He is not as reposeful as Brigadier Miles 
nor as genuinely humorous. 

If Brigadier Toft 1s ever still it is when 
he is asleep. Though he sit down in his 
oftice chair and talk an hour, as he did the 
other day with a newspaper man, he is not 
still. When he was not cleaving-the air 
with short, quick gestures he was shifting 
in his chair or wearing the arms of his 
chair smooth with the palms of his hands. 
His restlessness was not that of a nervous 
person 60 much as that of a person of 
tremedous energies, who: was chafing to 
grapple with the difficulties of his calling. 

Brigadier Toft is below medium height 
and does not weigh in excess of 140 pounds, 
His figure would attract particular atten- 
tion nowhere, but his face would anywhere. 
It is a “Salvation Army face.’’ It is the 
face of a man of a single purpose. It 
shows the traits of character which have 
enabled him to achieve results in a field 
where results are only achieved by the 
hardest kind of work.

HE printing telegraph instrument, a 
new invention, which will transmit 
and print messages at the rate of 300 
Words a minute and do several other won- 
derful things, will be tested sometime this 
Week by Dr. Harry A. Rowland at Johns 
Hopkins University. The instrument will 
endeavor to send four messages at the 
same time to Pittsburg, and to receive at 
the same time four messages sent from 
Pittsburg to Baltimore. | 


The essential advantages of this instru- 
ment Over the instrument now in use are 
that it enables several messages to be sent 
and received together, and at the same 
time, from the same or separate points 
Over the same wire; that it makes it im- 
possible to ‘tap’ a wire and catch any one 
or more of the passing messages, and that 
it will not be affected by the weather. 
With all these advantages, the expense of 
the new instrument will not be great. 

Dr. Rowland expects to have his arrange- 
ments for a patent completed by next 
spring, 


A model instrument {s now in operation 

the Johns Hopkins physical laboratory. 
Notwithstanding the incompleteness of 
some of the details, the little machine al- 
ready performs its work successfully. 

The operation of the instrument may be 
most readily understood by beginning with 
& consideration of the part of the mech- 
aniem situated at the sending station. The 
Sending instruments are fitted with key- 
boards, like typewriters. Their number is 
the same as that of the messages jt may 
be desirable to send simultaneously, Bight 
is the regular number of messages that the 
instrument is designed to handle at once, 
but 10 could be taken without’ special in- 
convenience. Each keyboard must have 
@& person to operate it; the economy in 
Jabor is experienced at the receiving end 
of the line. Still, considering the sending 
instrument, and supposing all eight of the 
keyboards—it matters not how widely sep- 
a@rated—to be in use, the six operators rat- 
tle ahead with their messages as rapidly 
as they choose and without regard to one 
another. It would seem as though the 
eight dispatches, switched on to a single 
wire, would produce hopeless confusion, 
but one of the devices of Dr. Rowland's 
instruments adjusts the words in such a 
Way that tthe separate letters of the respec- 
tive messages cannot start on the main 
wire out of its regular turn. 

Por éxample, suppose the first words of 
six eentences, started simultaneously, to 
be respectively, “wheat,” “the,” “Jarvis.” 
“Yonkers,"" “‘league”’ and “Armenian,” the 
adjuster would select in turn the letters 
a. one, ¥, i, A,” Wh. h. a, c, @, r. ete.” 
the order of rotation being constantly pre- 
served. 

Se long as the message-sending capacity 
of the instrument is not exceeded, it makes 
no difference whether the messages all be 
sent in one direction, or part of them in 
One direction and part tn the contrary, The 
adjuster will accomplish its work as well, 
With four messages going north and four 
coming south, or one going north and five 
coming south, as it will with the whole 
Group of the messages proceeding in the 
Same direction. The result is made pos- 
Bible by the nature of the alternating cur- 
rent. 

At the receiving station, the Rowland 
feceiver performs its work without hu- 
man aid. The etght messages are auto- 
Matically separated and distributed to 
aix instruments. These print out the mes- 
agen as fast as received. At present Dr. 
Rowiland’s instruments are fitted to print 
On ribbons of paper, such as used in the 
familiar ‘“‘ticker,"’ but his perfected ma-

STEEL RAILROAD CARS. 


HE coming of the steel car marks the 
beginning of another revolution in 
railway operation. According to the 

Iron Trade Review, the ear, which 
only aséumed commercial importance about 
a year and a half ago, has already been 
turned out to the number of upwards of 
4000, and the prejudice of railway managers, 
always so difficult to overcome, has been 
qu.te done away with. It seems now more 
a matter of possibility with the railroad 
men—the question of substituting the steel 
cars for the wooden ones as cheaply as 
possible without sacrificing the capital now 
invested in the old-style rolling stock. The 
secret of this conversion to steel cars lies 
in the pract'cal demonstration of «their 
economy. It has been shown that the life 
of the steel car will be about 40 years, as

Brigadier Toft speaks English with a no- 
ticeable English accent, if this American- 
ism may be allowed. He speaks the Swed- 
ish language perfectly. His wife is a 
Swede and they have three children. who 
until recent:y could speak nothing but 
Swedish. It is the language of the Toft 
household. Mrs. Toft speaks Englieh very 
imperfectly. Their 8-year-old daughter, 
since they came to this cduntry, has been 
attending the public schools and has 
learned English. Her little brothers learn 
it from her. 

Brigad‘er Toft thinks the Salvation Army 
will go right along with the methods which 
have been tried and found to be good. 


“The position of the army in the world 
and among religious bodies is established,” 
he said. “Hostility, which was the out- 
growth of prejudice and lack of under- 
standing, has given way to good will and 
encouragement, as our plans and purposes 
have become better known.

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HE flagrant and open violation of the 
Chinese exclusion laws is among 
the important subjects to be dealt 


‘gvith by the present Congress. 


Strange as it may seem, there exists to- 
@ay in this country a slavery more hideous 
than the ore which caused the loss of hun- 
G@reds of thousands of lives and the ex- 
penditure of millions of treasure to the end 


‘that the shackles of bondage might forever 


be stricken from the colored race. 

None is more competent to speak of the 
hideourness of the Chinese slave traffic 
than Rev. John Endicott Gardner, interpre- 
ter and inspector of the Chinese Bureau,

rors that surround this traffic, they chal- 
lenge the genius of a Dante. The writer 
of this article will confine himeelf on this 
occasion to describing the various institu- 
tions that have sprung into existence as 
necessary adjuncts to the traffic. This 
traffic begins in China and ends in the 
United States. To begin with, there is 
the gate of kidnappers who do naught else 
but either carry off young girls by force or 
inveigleé them from their homes. There is 
the other class who might be called ‘po- 
curing agents,’ whose only vocation con- 
Siste in going about to find out what par- 
ents are poor enough to be willing to part 
with their daughters for a small money 
consideration. 

“The next institution directs our atten- 
tion to this side of the water. It is the 
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ly ugly keepers of houses of {ll-repute. By 
this time, roughly speaking, the price of the 
victim has increased from the original cost 
of $100 or $150 to $2000, and even $3000. 

Mrs. Field said: 

“The Mission House fn San Francisco for 
Chinese women and children, under the care 
of the Presbyterian Church, acting through 
the Occidental Board of Foreign Missions, 
has been in existence % years. This is long 
enough to see what really can be done in 
the way of developing poor little, ignorant, 
degraded slave girls into Christian woman- 
hood. Twenty-five years is a generation 
with the Oriental. 

“Chinatown is full of slaves. The Chinese 
brought with him not only his joss and his 
dragon, but his custom of buying and sell- 
ing his little girls and of trading generally 
in his womankind, but the Chinese is so 
evasive. so given over to deceit and lying, 
and Chinatown is so subterranean that it 
seems impossible to catch him in his buying 
and selling, or to rescue his victim. 

‘The worst of it is that the victim does 
not wish to be rescued. She grows up in the 
House of Bondage, and generally is in ut- 
ter ignorance of our language, customs and 
ideas. She has been told that white people 
are monsters of cruelty, who torture and 
murder Chinese women and children, to 
use their bodies in the manufacture of 
medicine; eo the slave girl bears her lot, 
chatters and laughs and eats and drinks, 
wears her paint and jewelry, has her little 
day, perhaps, of beauty and flattery, and 
then the premature age and the little.un- 
known grave. 

“There is a society In San Francisco, 
known as the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, and to this organiza- 
tion, which knows not race nor color, nor 
previous condition of servitude, our home 
is indebted for many of its inmates. When 
they see in Chinatown a little girl stagger- 
ing under heavy burdens or bearing the 
marks of cruel blows they speedily contrive 
to rescue her from her bondage and to put 
her under the guardianship of the home.

a4 ARMER” JOHN HODGES, the 

F six-time Sheriff of Alexander 
County, Illinois, has a remarkable 
record as an office-hoider, covering a per- 
jod of nearly 40 years, yet people never 
thing of his as an office-seeker. They nev- 
er think of him as Sheriff of the county, 
with headquarters at Cairo. It is ‘‘Marm- 
er’”’ Hodges of Unity; ‘Farmer’ Hodges 
for whom the little town of Hodges Park 
was named; “Farmer” Hodges, the terror 
of all Republican candidates. It is ‘‘Capt. 
Jack,” agreeable citizen and good friend; 
it is “Jack’’ Hodges, whom everybody 
knows; it is “Uncle Jack,’”’ whom every- 
body likes, but never John Hodges, office- 
seeker. 

For 2 years Alexander County has been 
Republican by majorities ranging from 300 
to 1000 votes. John Hodges is a Democrat. 
Every time he has been a candidate for af- 
fice the county has gone Democratic. In 
1898 he changed the vote of the county from 
1000 Republican in 1896 to 286 Democratic. 
In doing eo he defeated Capt. N. B. This- 
tlewood, Mayor of Cairo, who aspired, two 
years ago, to the office of Secretary of 
State of Illinois. 

More than that, he succeeded, as he 
generally does, in ‘‘pulling through” a.few 
candidates on the Democratic ticket. This 
time they were the candidates for County 
Commissioner, County Assessor and Treas- 
urer and Superintendent of Public Schools. 
The Democratic candidate for County Judge 
was defeated by only 22 votes, 

It is no reflection om these men to say 
that they were “pulled through” by the 
candidate for Sheriff. They are popular 
in their county, but none of them con- 
tends that he was strong enough to have 
overcome the great majority of 1896. All 
are willing to admit that their election 
was due to the great popularity and magic 
personality of “Farmer” John Hodges, 

Here is his record: 

In 1860 he defeated Os Greenley, Republi- 
can, by a majority of 13. 

In 1866 one precinct was thrown out in 
counting the vote and Hodges was therehy 
defeated by 12 votes. 

In 1878 he defeated John H. Robinson, 
who was afterward elected County Judge, 

In 1880 he was elected against Capt. Chaza, 
F. Nellis, Republican, by 141 votes. 

In 1882 he was elected over Charies Ham- 
mond, Republican, by the surprising ma- 
jority of 1016 votes. 

In 1800 he again defeated Capt. Nellis, 
with a majority of 351. 

He served from 188% until 18%, the term 
having been lengthened from two to four

Yet nobody thinks of John Hodges as an 
office-seeker! 

He is a farmer. He owns 1200 acres of 
land in Unity precinct and cultivates half 
of it. He was born and raised at Unity, a 
small station on the Mobile & Ohio Rail- 
road, in Alexander County. His father 
was John Hodges, a Tennesseean, who 
went to Southern Illinois in 1833 and repre- 
sented Alexander County in the State 
Legislature as a Jackson Democrat. 
‘Farmer’ Hodges was the eldest of 12 chil- 
dren. Ever since his boyhood he has been 
one of the busiest bodies in the county. He 
refused to be tied down to his father’s 
farm. He got a pair of oxen and made 
money hauling wood to the river for 
steamboats. At this occupation he earned 
$1.25 a day. Later he was captain of a fer- 
ryboat plying between Thebes, the old cap- 
ital of the county, and Cgiro, on the Mis- 
sissipp! River. After that he was engaged 
in building bridges and corduroy roads for 
the county. Then he owned a saw mill] in 
partnership with W. M. Atherton. 

In all of his occupations he has shown 
the power of good judgment and a strong 
intellect, backed up by a practical, though 
not elaborate, education. This judgment, 
slow in forming, but generally correct, has 
stood him in good stead in his dealings 
with men in politics. 

But all this does not account for this 
man’s wonderful popularity. Out of the $9 
years since 1859 he has been in office o7 
otherwise employed by the city or county 
22 years; and now he is starting in for an- 
other term of four years. 

Very few men in any State can boast 
of such a record in connection with an 
elective office. 

Part of his success, no doubt, is due to 
his rotundity of form and the expression 
of good will this gives his countenance, to 
his uniform good nature, his simple man- 
ners and unaffected courtesy, his straight- 
forward dealings with the public, to his 
generosity and to his integrity of cnar- 
acter, which hes never been questioned. 

Besides this he is a “good mixer.’ He Is 
at home in any kind of a crowd. He is 
a good story teller and the heartiness of 
his laugh is infectious. Whether stand- 
ing on the little depot pitaform at Unity 
talking to a crowd of his farmer friends 
or in a hotel corridor at Cairo conversing 
wtih a millionaire, he is ever the same— 
hearty, unaffected, straightforward, W nat- 
every may come, the buoyancy of his 
nature gives him at all times a look of con- 
tent, and his netural grace of person, not- 
withstanding his size, adds to this impres- 
sion. He chews the end of a cigar as 
though he meant it and enjoyed it, and ls 
seldom seen wtihout one in his mouth, 
He never drinks intoxicating liquors. He 
is particularly fond of a game of cards 
with a crowd of congenial spirita, and 
many of his’ evenings are taken up with 
this pastime. It is his principal form of 
relaxation from the cares of office. He 
plays as if there were nothing else on 
earth to do at that time except to play 
cards. He does everything thoroughly. if 
he is only beating a friend at a game 
of hearts he mgkes it & point to beat him

I always an- 
swer promptly any letter or postal card or 
other communication sent to my office, no 
matter from what source nor to what it 
pertains. I have often gone to great 
trouble to furnish information which had 
nothing whatever to do with my official 
affairs. 


“Another thing. As tax collector @ man 
can do much to accommodate the people. 
Taxes are nearly always hard to pay, and 
a collector can make himself very un- 
popular in a short time, if he Is not politic. 
On the other hand, if he has a@ lIittle 
money, he can afford to be considerate 
and carry over delinquents. Before thig 
year he could knock off the fees which 
accrued to him, in case the tax was a 
beavy burden to ae citizen. This cannot 
be done now, however, for a@ new resolu- 
tion of the Board of County Commissioners 
requires all fees to be turned over to the 
County Treasurer. 

“Several times in my career I have been | 
compelled to borrow $1000 or $2000 from the 
bank, in addition to what ready money 
I had myself, in order to carry some of 
the fellows who found it impossible to 
pay up within the time required by haw. 

"My advice to every young man is to 
keep out of politics. Almost any other 
occupation would be more profitable. I 
have always made money in other pur- 
suits. I believe | would be better off 
financially if I had let politics alone and 
would have had much less worry. But 
I always liked to work with ‘the boys’ and 
carry a toroh, and I have probably had 
as much fun out of the game of politics 
as any other man ever did. 

“Besides ell the methods of gaining pop- 
viarity I bave named, my success 
been due to a great extent to the 4 
and active friendstip of influential citi- 
sens in every precinct in the county. 
Whatever may be his popularity with the 
voters at large, a candidate must have 
friends whose power ig known and whose 
word ig respected.”

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A MISSOURI MANS LETTER 


FROM A FR 


ILLIAM M. PIPKIN, an American 

W with the army in the Philippines, 

writes to Pitt Cloudas, of Chilll- 

cothe, Mo., these descriptions of scenes in 
Manila: 

“I wrote you in my last that I would 
éndeavor to give you a pen picture of this 
city. Since that promise I have dene a 
little running around, and find that the 
city is more fiithy and its streets more 
disgusting than I on first examination 
thought, notwithstanding the fact that the 
enterprising Yankee is endeavoring to elim- 
inate the objectionable features which sur- 
round the city’s greatness; for great it is, 
in that it is an extremely nice city, and 
one which may yet be made a magnificent 
center of trade in the Orient. The only 
drawback is the fact of its being so low 
as to preclude the possibility of successful 
drainage. 

“The inhabitants for the most part 
I've in houses raised from eight to ten 
feet above the ground, and in most cases 
beneath their houses stands pools of water, 
veritable fever-breeding hells. 

“In the business, or thickly settled por- 
tion of the city, the roofs are of galvanized 
or corrugated iron, All government build- 
ings are thus roofed. In the city proper, 
nearly all the houses are erected of con- 
glomerate, plastered smooth outside and 
in, and either finished by plaster of paris 
or hard wood. The only wood used in the 
construction of houses is mahogany of the 
finest grade. All timbers of whatever di- 
mension of less than two inches in thick- 
ness, ere hewed out, there being but one 
saw mill on the entire island, and it with 
a capacity of about 2000 feet per day. 
Surely Spain was two centuries behind the 
age here on the Island of Luzon. 


“The poorer classes use houses bullt 
wholly of bamboo, with walls of plaited 
palm leaves, the covering for roof of same 
material, so that when built and left stand- 
ing awhile, the walls and roof become 
colored and they bear e striking resem- 
blance to huge hay ricks set up on stilts, 
The native, in building, begins where we 
finish: in other words, the first part of 
his hut constructed is the roof; should he 
desire a roof of a certain shaped hip, 
conical or otherwise, he builds the frame 
of bamboo poles, either round or split, puts 
it together with withes, lays his thatch of 
woven palm leaves and when ready .aises 
his roof entire and sets it on its posts. 
Is the roof heavy? By no means; a roof 
covering a house aixteen feet square can 
easily be carried by four men. Their floors 
ere made of bamboo poles, generaily split 
and laid close together. Crosswise on these 
are. laid another floor of smaller, rplit 
bemboo, and then a mat of closely woven 
palm leaves, or Manila grass. 

“They cook, eat and work on the ground. 


tun a sewing machine, Blacksmiths work 
on their knees, and it takes.six of them 
to shoe a 600-pound native cayuse plug. 
They fit the shoes cold, and one seldom sees 
fire in their forge. Tinners sit or kneel on 
the ground while working, as do laundry« 
men, The shoemakets are for the most 
part Chinese, and‘ work with the most 
primitive of tools; instead of a thin leather 
knife, they use a tool about the size of 
and almost identical in shape with a ship 
carpenter’s adz; they are great scoundrels, 
and thick, brown pasteboard being cheaper 
than leather, large rolls are in their reach 
with which they stiffen(?) the heel or ail 
in on the side of the shoe. I had occasion 
a few days ago to buy a pair of shoes and 
I have since found out that the only pars 
worth bringing to camp was the strings. 
Without any jesting, within forty-eight 
hours after purchasing them the cloth lin- 
ing inside tore completely out, and the stiff- 
ening of brown pasteboard coming out, the 
heel is only a thin skin of poor leather, 

“Up the street upon which our barracks 
(the exposition building) is situated, and 
distant from ony about three short blocks, 
one sees a stone wall, possibly nine feet in 
height, running parallel with a narrow, 
cross street, the wall being in length one 
thousand or twelve hundred feet, and serv- 
ing to enclose a parcel of ground ten acres 
in size, in which hundreds of vaults tor the 
reception of the dead are erected. Many 
are now empty, waiting for some cccupant 
whose influence while living, or whose 
wealth after death will throw into the 
coffers of the church twenty-five dollars for 
the repose of his or her bones for a term 
of five years and an ennual payment there- 
after of five dollars until that great dag, 
of reseurrection, failure to pay which the 
vault again becomes the property of the 
representatives of the church and the bones 
of the defeulting occupant are raked out 
as a fireman rakes cinders out of @ free 
box. The bones, and there are tons and 
tons of them, are carted or wheeled off 
to some obscure portion of the cemetery 
and there dumped in a common beap, 
where birds of prey occasionally find some 
mre bit, for not in all instances has thé 
fiesh decayed. I saw in several instances 
flesh still clinging to the bones. Hundreds 
of skulls, arm and leg bones, ribs and 
several portions of the verterbrae are scat- 
tered here and there. Five skulls which — 
counted could have been covered with @ 
wash tub; skulls of edults, while partly 
on top lay the frame of a child, evidentiy 
six or seven years of age, and close by 
lay the frame intact of one, evidently @ fee 


male, as the long, black hair still clinging 


to the skull would indicate. Agamest the 
remains lay the grinning akull of some poor 
devil whose money gave out before Spain's 
barbaric cruelty ceased.”

"RIGHTS OF MARRIED WOMEN DE 
JUDGES WOOD AND SPENCER OF ST. LOUIS. 


UDGES HORATIO DPD. WOOD AND 
J SELDEN P. SPENCER, of the Bt. 

Louis Circuit Court have recently ren- 
dered two important decisions, which de- 
fine, in explicit terms, the rights and duties 
of married women. 

Concerning the rights of a married wo- 
man, Judge Wood said, in the matter of 
the estate of Mary B. McPherson: 

“Upon the marriage of the petitioner, 
Willlam B. McPherson, with Mary B. Mc- 
Pherson, his domicile at once became her 
domicile and so continued, and, therefore, 
at the time of her death, she was dom-- 

. ciled in New York; and that, being domi- 
ciled in New York, her personal estate 
must be disposed of according to the laws 
of that State. 

“The claim of William J. McPherson fs 
based upon the proposition that New York 
was the domicile of his wife at the time 
of her death, that her personal estate must 
be distributed according to the laws of 
that domicile, and that, by virtue of that 
law, he, as her husbend, is entitled to her 
personalty. 

“The doctrine that the domicile of the 
husband Is that of the wife is based upon 
the ancient doctrine of the common law 
respecting marriage. 

“By that doctrine the husband, on mar- 
riage, became the possessor of all his wife's 
goods and chattes, and*husband and wife 
Were one, and he was that one. As ‘her 
existence merged in his, she could have 
Mo separate domicile... He could, according 
to the old law writers, gently restrain her, 
by locking her up in a room to prevent 
her from eloping with other men. He could 
moderately chastise her, If jhe used a rod 
no thicker than his thumb. 

“The complete subjection of her person 
and property to his dominion is aptly ex- 
pressed’ by Petruchio, while ‘Taming the 
Shrew.’ 

"*T will be master of what is my own; she is my 
goods, my chattels; she ts my house, my house- 
bold stuff. my field, my barn, my horse, my ox, 
my ase, my anything.’ 

“But the common-law theory of marriage 
has long since ceased to exist everywhere, 
and especially in thie State, where the law 
has long recognized the wife as having a 
separate existence and separate rights and 
Separate interests. 

“By the luw of this State, all the per- 
sonal property which a wife owns prior to 
her marriage, and all that she may acquire 
during coverture, by gift, descent or other- 
Wise, is and continues to be her separate 
property. 

“The common-law doctrin® of the unity 
of husband and. wife is obliterated, so far 
as property righis are concerned. 

“A married woman is a ‘femme sole,’ as 
ft her statutory separate estate, and the 
rights of the husband do not attach. 

“Personal chattels brought into this State 
from a foreign State or country, and being, 


when so brought, her separate estate, con- 
tinue to remain her personal estate here. 

“In the lanrwuage of Judge Blodgett of 
the Supreme Court of New Hampshire: 
‘So completely has the anelent unity be- 
come dissevered, and the theory of the 
wife’s servitude superseded by this theory 
of equality, which has been established by 
the legislations and adjudications of the 
last half century, that she now stands al- 
most withuut exception upon an equality 
with the husband as to property, contracts 
and civil rights.’ 

“The husband seeks to enforce, in this 
court, his common-law marital rights to 
his wife’s property, claiming that such is 
the law of his domicile, and his domicile 
is the @omicile of his wife. In short, he is 
seeking to enforce a common-law marital 
right. 

‘It would be strange, indeed, if our laws 
protected the separate personal property of 
a married woman, bringing such property 
here, but offered no such protection to a 
married woman who aad never. during 
coveture, resided outside this State, and 
whose property had always remained with- 
in its jurisdiction. 

“The common law is not enforced when 
repugnant to the statutes of this State, or 
the decisions of our courts. 

“For the same reason it cannot 
forced on principles of comity. Nothing 
requires us to love our neighbors better 
than ourselves, and gives to a New York 
husband that which we wouid deny toa 
citizen of this State, marrying here. 

“Since the law puts a wife on an equal- 
ity with a husband, so that he now has 
no more dqminion over her property than 
she has over his, and since the rule, born 
of a barbarous age, that the husband anj 
the wife are one, and he is that one, no 
longer exists, no reason would seem to 
remain why she may not have a separate 
domicile for every purpose known to tiie 
law,”’ 

Concerning the duties of a married wo- 
man, Judge Spencer said, in the case of 
Helen Yerger against George A. Yerger: 

“The plaintiff on severat occasions at 
least has been the moving cause of the out- 
bursts of anger which she now alleges as 
among the reasons why she should be dl- 
vorced frem her husband, 

“While the worst that_can be said of any 
of the plaintiff's actions—so far as the evi- 
dence in this case is concerned—is that they 
were indiscretions of a minor character; 
nevertheless she well knew that her hus- 
band looked upon even such minor indiscre- 
tion with great eeveritv. and, because of 
his love for her and his jealousy, as well, 
would be exceed'ingly incensed when he 
found them out. 

‘Such being the case, it wag without 
question her duty to avold them, in the 
first instance; and it also followed that she 
had no complaint to make of any angry 


be en-

words or conduct euch as are shown in 
this case to have been caused by his dis- 
covery of her own indiscretion. 

“Wives and husbands are alike required 
to conform themselves to the dispositions 
and pecularities of each other, and ‘it is 
no excuse for one to act In a manner dis- 
tasteful and objectionable to the other, 
merely because such acts might be forgiven 
and unnoticed by many, 

“This plaintiff's «tate of health, which 
she alleges has been caused by her hus- 
band’s conduct, but which I do not so find, 
though her domestic trials had some bad 
effect on her nerves, has caused her to 
view every quarrel in a light almost un- 
favorable to defendant, and the evident 
great desire to be divorced and secure the 
custody of their child has, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, led her to see in many an ordinary 
quarrel a scene of threatening violence 
which, I. believe, is-as far from the aciual 
condition of affairs as are some -of the 
defendant’s descriptions of the same scenes. 

“Her lack of love for her husband, if 
she is not mistaken in this statement cén- 
cerning the change in her feelings, was 
the cause of her intensifying into a griev- 
ance—constanly increasing the more it was 
thought of—many a word and act. which 
by a wife ought to have been soon forgot- 
ten and much more quicky forgiven. 

“The Court of Appeals well said in Webb 
against Webb, 44 Mo. Ap. 230: ‘Each spouse 
is expected to submit to the ordinary in- 
firmities of human nature,’ and those who 
have quick tempers to bear have, perhaps, 
not so hard qa lot as those who must en- 
dure indifference. 

“In either event, the duty is clear. 
entire testimony shows several angry 
scenes—violent exhibitions of temper on 
the part of the defendant—speedy repent- 
ance on his part—great solicitude for the 
plaintiff in her sickness—much lack of con- 
sideration on defendant's part—some on 
plaintiff's part—but, through it all, the de- 
fendant, in his way, loved the plaintiff 
constantly and faithfully. Some may not 
care for the love which is accompanied by 
such frequent anger, but plaintiff volunta- 
fily chose to marry such a man, and I am 
satisfied that her life has never, for one 
moment, been.in danger. In fact, there is 
no evidence which proves to my mind that 
She has ever suffered the least physical vi- 
olence at the hands of the defendant. Nor 
has she suffered indignities at his hands, 
such as to make her condition intolerable 
within the law. 

“She may regret (though I hope that I 
may prove to be mistaken in this) her mar- 
riage, but merely incompatibility of temper, 
with ail its attendant domestic d:scords, 
while it may seem to an unhappy spouse a 


Cause sufficient to make existence Intcler-

Rody was born itn Logansport, Ind. At 
the outset of the civil war his father en- 
listed in the Union army with the Third 
Indiana Volunteers.

The coming of Richard Mansfield next 
week in a new role suggests the untiring 
and euccessful activity of this great artist. 
He is only 4 years old, and he has been 
a star only about a dozen years, yet he 
has a larger repertoire of artistic successes 
than any other living actor. This is es- 
pecially remarkable when one considers 
that this repertoire is made up of original 
ereations whidh were produced on Mr. 
Mansfield’s own judgment, not of roles 
which long playing before his time had 
made classic, like «ome of our actors who 
find “Hamlet,” “Romeo and Juliet,’’ *‘Ca- 
mille.” ‘“‘Rosalind,” ‘‘Lear”’ or “Richelieu”’ 
ready-made successes. Original judgment 
has, therefore, largely guided Mansfield in 
h’'se remarkable creations. An approxi- 
mately complete list of all Mansfield’s crea- 
tions and given in the order in which they 
sprang into being would read about like 
this: Baron Chevrial in ‘“‘A Parisian Ro- 
mance:” “Prince Karl,’’ which he produced 
to counteract the impression that he couid 
not play young lovers, which was pro- 
duced by the verity of Chevrial’s dissipated 
senility; “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde;” 
‘Monsieur,’ a little comedy which has 
often been spoken of as partly biograph- 
ical; “King Richard III.;” ‘“‘Master and 
Man;” “Beau Brummel;” “Don Juan,” 
which he wrote; “The Scarlet Letter,” 
which was bis own dramatization of Haw- 
thorne’s story; ‘‘Nero;” Tittlebat. Titmouse 
in “Ten Thousand a Year; Shylock; 
Capt. Bluntschli in “Arms and the Man;” 
Napoleon Bonaparte; Rodion in ‘‘Rodion 
the Student;’’ Sir John Sombras in “Cas- 
tle Sombras;"” Dick Dudgeon in ‘‘The Dev- 
il’'s Disc’ple;’’ Eugene Courvoisier in “‘The 
First Violin,’’ and Cyrano de _ Bergerac. 
Not every one of these was a popular suc- 
cess, but each of them had the kernel of 
artistic honesty and the leaven of genius 
which induced the oft-repeated prophecy, 
now conceded by many critics to be real- 
ized, that Mansfield would carry the stan-

Louis in 1866 he first entered the employ of 
Hauthorn, Peterson & Co., a saddlery firm, 
He succeeded Charles Enelin as cashier. 


William H, Thomson, cashier of the Boat- 
man’s Bank, was born in Maryland, April 
6, 1837. He came to St. Louis in 1857, and 
when 21 years old, entered the service of 
the Boatmen’s Bank. He has never left 
that institution during 42 years, and for 29 
years he thas been its cashier. 


Cc. O. Austin, cashier of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, is the youngest man in St. Louis 
holding such a responsible position. He 
began his financial career in Palmyra, Mo., 
and was made a State Bank Examiner 
when in the twenties. He was called to the 
Mechanics’ Bank and resigned the State 
position. 


Richard Hospes, cashier of the German 
Savings Institution, was born in Missouri 
in 1838, and devoted all of his busiess life 
to the banking business. 

De Lacy Chandler, secretary of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co., was born in 1856, 
and is one of the well known De Lacy 
family of Virginia. He has been identified 
with various business enterprises and since 
18% he has been in the trust company, 


George W. Galbreath was elected cashier 
of the Third National Bank in February, 
1896. Prior to his acceptance he was 
National Bank Examiner for the reserved 
cities in Missouri, having been appointed 
in 1892 by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Foster, who was an old Ohio friend. The 
business of the Third National under the 
present management, has grown in a most 
phenomenal way in the peat three years, 
moving up from the twelfth place in point 
of gross faptings, to the fourth place. The 
business of the bank at the time Mr. Gal- 
breath assumed the cashiership was a 
total of about $3,000,000; to-day the total 
exceeds $10,000,000. 


FP. E. Marshail, cashier of the Continental 

National Bank, was born at Unionville, 
Putnam County, Mo., July 15, 1860, and 
was educated at the State University at 
ColfiMbia, Mo.

Prior 
to 1889 the functions now performed by 
these institutions were made effective 
through divers means less suited to the 
spirit of modern progress. ‘That the trust 
companies met this long-felt want is at- 
tested by their remarkable growth. There 
are now four companies here—the St. Louis, 
the Union, the ississippi Valley and the 
lincoln. For a number of years these insti- 
tutions met with some antagonism, as they 
were considered rather interlopers and not 
entitled to the stafid which they assumed in 
the community; But as time rolled on, and

The banks 
have increased their volume of business 
in almost as large a percentage as have 
the trust companies. The two institutions, 
that is, the banks and the trust compa- 
nies, are now working hand in hand to 
make St. Louis the financial center of the 
apg rr Valley. In other words, they 
are jointly working to see that there is in 
the est a financial center capable of tak- 
ing care of the financial needs of the West. 
To this end the trust companies beliéve 
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the companies expanded, both as to the 
volume of business and the number of 
customers as well, as in the size of the 
leading transactions in which they were 
interested, the public at large began to 
recognize that they had come to stay, and 
the most progreseive men in the community 
began to align themselves with the new 
power. 

I can speak from personal information 
as regards the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
and I take it merely as a type from which 
to draw general conclusions. Within the 
last year the number of its depositors has 
increased from 7989 to over 9860. and the 
amount of its deposits from $5,004,056 to 
over $7,750,000. In its Savings Department 
the growth may be noted by showing the 
number of deposits made each vear for a 
series of years, viz.: In 1893, 6049; in 1894, 

in 1895, 11,143; tn 1896, 15,542; in 180, 
20,839. 

Within the last year these savings depos- 
its have increased nearly £100,000, while the 
number of depositors is now nearly 7500. 

During the year the public was disturbed 
by an attack of the Attorney General of the 
State against the trust companies. These 
proceedings ended by the trust companies 
being required to pay interest on all thetr 
deposits Whi 
the trust companies, in 
word, on the other hand

by the trust companies, in return the trust 
compuaniee became benefited by the increas- 
ed patronage. The result was a very large 
increase in the volume of business tran- 
sacted by the trust companies, but without 
so large a percentage of profit to the com- 
panies.

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' BICYCLE REVOLUTION 
_AND CHEAPER WHEELS. 


ROFESSBOR ROLIO C. CARPENTER, of 
Pp Cornell University, known as one of tne 
most expert mechanical engineers in the 
country, recently completed a number of tests 
of a new process of manufacturing seamless stee! 
tuling. So important are the recults that it is 
arnounced that the cost of manufactur'ng bicycle 
tubing by the new process will be reduced in 
this country about a half, while the durability of 
the tubing will, at the same time, be increased, 

Tt ip believed that the dmcovery of this new 
process will revolutionize the bicycle tube indus- 
try in’the United States, and will directly affect 
the prices of wheels in the coming season. By 
means of it, it ie possible to make the very highest 
Srade of seamless tubing out of ordinary American 
steel, costing about $35 a ton. Formerly it was 
hecessary to use Swedish steel billets, costing 
about $125 a ton. In the last few months these 
biliete have been quoted at exactly the eame 
price wholesale that the finished tubing {fs gold 
a. retail, and bicycle manufacturers were ex- 
pecting a raise in the price of tubing nexi spring. 
As it is now, the price of bicycles should be 
lowered. 

A remarkable feature of the new tubing is its 
wonderful toughness. A plece of tubing 21 inches 
long was deflected; that is, bent back and forth 
in a testing machine a sixteenth of an inch 1,250,- 
000 times without breaking it. A tearing stress of 
108,642 pounds a square inch had to be applied 
to a tube an inch and a quarter through, and 
only about a fortieth of an inch thick, before 
it burst. It is estimated that a tearing strain 
Of 80,000 pounds a square inch could be applied 
Without injuring the metal. When compressed 
this wonderful tubing refused to burst, but in- 
Stead folded up in regular rinzs, much like a 
telescope, in which no flaw or icar cvuld be dis- 


covered, The crushing load required for the test: 


Was from two and a half to four tons. In pro- 
dicing the deflection cf the tube a ‘xad was re- 
Quired which produced a stress of from 40,000 to 
68,006 pounds to a square inch in the outer fibre 
of the stell. 

The novelty of the new process lies in the ma- 
Chinery used to draw and clean the tubes. Of 
the present methods for making seamless tubes 

most popular are the Mannesmaan and 

fel processes. By both of t!ese processes 
the tubes.are’drawn out cold from sclid masses 
of steel, and for both the metal must be of supe- 
rior quality and entirely free from flaws. or the 
druwing process will tear it apart.. The new 
Seamless tube is made by a process of drawing 
out a welded steel pipe. Tubes made in this 
way from American steel have been proved 
equal in every respect, and better in many, to 
those made from the best iImpor<ed stock 


TELEGRAPH MESSAGES

DESERTS AND OASES. 


NLY one degree less incorrect than the idea 
of their submarine origin is the notion 
that deserts consist of unbroken tracts of 

sand. It is true that such tracts in certain dis- 
tricts may extend on every side ae far as the eye 
can reach, and even much farther; but, sooner or 
later, ridges and bands of pebbles, or of solid 
rock, will be cropping up among the gand, while 
frequently, ‘as in the Libyan desert, there are 
mountain ranges rising to a height of several 
thousand feet above the leével of the plain. And 
it js these exposed rocks which form the source 
whence the sand was and still is derived. Such 
mountains naturally attract what moisture may 
remain.in the air, and in their valleys are found 
a more or less luxurant vegetation. Aases, too, 
where the so'tl is more or less clayey, occur in 
most deserts: and it is In such spots that animal] 
and vegetable life attains the maximum develop- 
ment possible in the heart of the desert. In the 
most arid and typical part of the Libyan desert 
the sand is blown into large dunes, which are 
frequently flat-topped and show horizontal bands 
of partly consolidated rock; and between these 
are open valleys, partly covered with sand and 
partly etrewn with blocks of rock polished and 
scored by the sand blast. In such sand wastes 
the traveler may frequently journey for days with- 
out seeing signs of vegetation or hearing the call 
of a bird or the hum of an insect’s wing. But 
even in many of such districts it is a mistake to 
suppose that vegetable and animal life is entireiy 
absent throughout the year; ja the Western Sa- 
hara, for instance, showers generally moisten 
the ground two or three times a year, and after 
each of these a short-lived vegetation springe 
suddenly up, 

Among the most important and extensive deserts 
of the world we have first the Great Sahara, with 
an approximate area of 16,000 square miles, nearly 
connected with which is the great desert tract 
extending througth Arabia, Syria, Mesopotamia 
and Persia. By means of the more or less desert 
tracts of Baluchistan, Sind and Kuch, this area 
leads on to the great Rajputana desert of India. 
More important is the vast Gobi desert of Mon- 
golia and other parts of Central Agia. 


EVEN TEMPERATURE 
ON CHRISTMAS ISLAND. 


ECENTLY, Mr. Charles Andrews, of the 
R Natural History Museum, lectured to the 
Royal Geographical Society in London, 
g:ving an interesting description of a visit recent- 
ly paid by him to Christmas Island, in the Indian 
Ocean, the expenses being borne by Sir John 
Murray. 

During the year which this explorer spent upon 
the solitary islet he must have almost forgotten 
how to grumble at the changes in temperature, 
seeing that the thermometer only varied 19 degrees 
Fahrenheit throughout the whole time, rising once 
towardithe end of November to 89 degrees, and 
dropping to 70 degrees in the middle of February. 
This state of things becomes almost ideal when 
one learns that southeasterly breezes blow for 
nearly the whole year through, that there is 
plenty of fresh water, and that the island is per- 
fectly healthy. 

To begin with, the spot explored was originaily 
an atoll, like the Cocos Islands, upon which Dar- 
win based his theory of coral islands, and lies some 
hundreds of miles to the northeast of these and 
190 south of Java. Christmas Island has a maxi- 
mum length and breadth of 12 and 9 miles, re- 
spectively, and roughly contains 43 square miles 
of surface, covered with dense forest. For the 
last eight years or so Mr. Andrew Ross has lived 
on the island which previously was uninhabited 
by man. and the population when Mr. Andrews 
left was about 40, chiefly Malays. 

The animale are not many and perhaps those 
which serve as food are most interesting gen- 
erally, and they mus to the inhabitants. Sea- 
birds are very nuMerous, and two species of 
frigate birds form the chief contents of the larder. 


A LEARNED JUDGE 
IN BORROWED CLOTHES. 


T lover of quaint and curious volumes of 


forgotten lore can derive considerable 
entertainment from an examination of 
Quincy’s Massachusetts Reports, which cover the 
period from 1761 to 1772. On page 168, under date 
of August 27, 1765, the reporter gives a most 
touching account of how, dn the night before, an 
incensed mob destroyed the house of the Chief 
Justice, Thomas Hutchison, Esq. It seems that 
the Chief Justice was suspected of promoting or 
encouraging ‘‘that singular and ever memorable 
Statute, the Stamp Act,."’ The populace of Boston, 
on the night in question, gathered in King street, 
and after wrecking and burning a few houses by 
way of getting their hand in, started to call on 
the Chief Justice. ‘‘who, not expecting them, 
was unattended by his Friends who might have 
assisted or proved his Innocence.” On the ap- 
proach of “this rage-intoxicated Rabble,”’ all the 
family retired in some confusion, except the 
worthy Judge and his eldest daughter. The latter 
refused to leave him, and so, “with the Tumult of 
Passions only to be Imagined, he took her in his 
Arms and carried her to a Place of Safety, just 
before the incensed Mob arrived. This filial 
Affection saved, ’tis more than probable, his life.’’ 
Next morning, so says the reporter, his honor 
came into court ‘‘cloathed in a Manner which 
would have excited Compagsion from the hardest 
Heart’ and addressed the court as follows: 
“There not being a Quorum without me, I am 
obliged to appear. Some Apology is necessary for 
my Drese—indeed I had no other. Destitute of 
Everything—no other Shirt—no other Garment but 
what I have on—And not one in my whole Family 
in a better Situation than myself. The Distress 
of a whole Family around me, young and tender 
infants hanging about me, are infinitely more 
insupportable than what I feel for myself; though 
I am obliged to borrow Part of this Cloathing.” 


WAYS OF SAVING 
AND TAKING LIFE. 


TT ® French authorities have introduced the 


guillotine into Cochin China. The other day 

at Cholon, a suburb of Saigon, a murderer 
met his death under its knife. The crowd which 
witnessed the execution showed that they thought 
lightly of the innovation. They preferred the 
custom of the land, which ordains the execution 
of murderers by beheading with a sword. 

Fully 200 persons suicide in Ruselia every year. 

Dr. Osear Geck of Strasburg has been getting 
statistics of suicide in Prussia from 1876 to 1895 
fuelusive. There were 100,000—more occur in 6um- 
mer, and in early morning than at other times. 

There are said to be fewer suicides among 
miners than among any other class of work- 
men. 

Since the passing of the first vacination act in 
England, in 1841, the death rate from smalipox 
has fallen from 576 per million to 20 per million. 

It is said that Saturday has been a fatal day 
to the royal family of Britain for the last IS 
years. William III., George IV., the Duchess of 
Kent, the Prince Coneort, the Duke of Clarence, 
the Duke of Albany and Princess Alice all died 
on that day. 

A favorite mode of suicide among the African 
tribes who dwell near Lake NYassa, is for a na- 
tive to wade into the lake and calmly wait fora 
crocodile to open {tts mouth and swallow him. 

“For centuries,” says the Lancet, “the urban 
death-rate greatly. exceeded the rural rates, in 
many cases by from 20 to WS per cent: but dur- 
ing the last forty vears they have been approxi- 
mating, although a gap far too wide still divides 
them.

BABYLONIAN MONARCH’S 
OFFICIAL LETTERS. 


NDBR the auspices of the British Museum, 
[J Mr. King of the Department of Oriental An- 
tiquities had collected a series of ancient 
documents which have been published under the 
title of “The Letters and Inscriptions of Kham- 


‘murabi, King of Babylon, about B. C. 2200”’ A 


few years ago the dark hiding-place of Diere!l- 
Bahr! yielded up the bodies of the greatest of the 
Egyptian Pharaohs, and in February of this year 
some more of these august rulers of Nile land 
were recovered at Thebes. But it is in the field of 
Oriental literature that the greatest of our recent 
discoveries have been made. Nothing has been 80 
astonishing as the universality of the iterary re- 
mains. It is not only royal records, or a few vo- 
tive inscriptions, telling us, in grandiloquent terms, 
the mighty deeds of some Babyonian or Egyptian 
rulec, that have been brought to Nght. The litera- 


ture of these records of the past is far more ex- 


tersive and wide-embracing in its character, and 
the astonishing fact is revealed that more than 
26 centuries before the Christian Era the art of 
writing was not confined to the clasees, but had 
been acquired by a large portion of the masses. 
Formerly the earliest record of letter writing 
was the treacherous missive sent to Joab by the 
hand of Uriah the Hittite, which may approxi- 
mately be placed about B. C. 1000. Still, there 
was little indication that the attainment of this 
power was general at thfs period, or in the later 
age of Solomon. 
AND THEIR AFFAIRS. 
JAPANESE costume requires for a medium 
A sized lady exactly 12 yards of 13-inch wide 
goods, so with exquépite thrift the man- 
ufacturer of fabrics cuts his cloth into patterns 
just that length, and by using straight breadths 
everywhere the dressmaker contrives not to wast® 
an inch. Women's garments ecarcely vary by a 
hair’s breath from year to year, but the patterns 
used in decorating the cotton as well as the silk 
goods changes with every bolt. The cutting out 
of a dress goes on the floor, and it takes from one 
to three days to make a gown. One fitting only 
is exacted. 

That Japan appreciates the low prices and ex- 
cellent quality of our electrical appliances i6 
evinced by ‘the fact that the Western Light and 
Power Construction Company of San Francisco 
supplied to the recently opened Nagasaki Hotel 
(one of the finest hostelries of the Far East, repre- 
senting an investment of $150,000) its entire outfit 
of electrical apparatus, including engines, in 
competition with several bidders of other nation- 
alities. The same company has also secured 
another profitable contract. 

The Emperor of Japan has done a good deal for 
the advancement of women in Japan. Stained 
teeth and shaved eyebrows are to be abdlished. 
His wife not only shares his throne, but is con- 
sulted by him on matters of national importance. 
Moreover, she has a place at his table—an honor 
accorded to none of her precedessors. The Em- 
press is an energetic patroness of the Tokio 
Women’s Hospital, conducted on the latest 
scientific principles. She rides well and takes 
advantage of the gymnasium created for her 
benefit in the palace. : 

The one single article in Japan's exhibit at the 
Paris Exposition which will perhaps attract most 
notice will be a huge house, hexagonal in shape, 
composed entirely of porcelain. It will weigh not 
less than 70 tons. The cost of building this 
dainty specimen of a house is estimated at about 
$10,000 

The Japanese now publish three times as many 
books as the Italians, whose literary powers seem 
to have faded almost entirely away. Out of 25,000 
volumes published last year in the land of 
flowers no less than 500 were law books and 1300 
treated of religion, which shows that the romantic 
little nation has not taken kindly to any written 
form of romance. 

AND THEIR MEANING. 

HE most of our Indian names of rivers, 
lakes, mountains, etc., have become so al- 
tered and disguised by the English é6pelling 

of them that it is very difficult to recover their 
original forms and to be quite sure of the mean- 
ing that was attached to them by the Indians, In 
all of those cases in which their significance can 
be clearly made out they are found to be simply 
descriptive words, as, indeed, all names were 
oviginally, the object being named from some-no- 
table feature of it, and we are perfectly safe, as 
a rule, in rejecting as fanciful all of those poeti- 
cal meanings which have been attached to many 
of our Indian names. For example, the name 
Winnipiseogee has been said to mean “Smile of 
the Great Spirit.’” Yet this is one of the easiest 
names to decipher. It is pure Algonkin—Win- 
nipe-s-au-kee—and means simply “Beautiful-lake- 
place.’"” Winnipeg has about the same meaning— 
“At the beautiful lake.’’ Winnipegoos is a diminu- 
tive of this name, and means “Little Winnipeg.” 

This word miche, ‘‘great,’’ enters into several 
other Indian names. Missi-ourl is the “Great 
Muddy;”’ Michi-gan is the “Great Sea;’’ Michi-le- 
mackinac—now shortened into Mackinac or Mack- 
inaw—is the ‘Great Turtle,’”’ a name given to the 
island probably because of its resemblance to a 
turile. 

Connecticut means “long river,” according to 
Roger Williams, the first part of it being the In- 
dian word guni, “‘long.’’ 

Wisconsjn,. called by Father Joliet Miskonsing, 
is said to mean “turbulent river.’’ Ohio is an Iro- 
quois name, and was translated by the French 
belle riviere, ‘‘beautiful river.’’ 

Massachusetts appears originally to have been 
Mos-wetuset. The last part of this name means 
‘“hill."” The meaning of ‘‘mos” is not so certain. 
Some have rendered the name “Arrowhead Hill,” 
and have supposed it to have been given original- 
ly to a certain hill on one side of the islands in 

Roger Williams, however, an ex- 
cellent authority, says that the name means ‘blue 
hilis,” and it is worthy of note that there is a 
range of hills not far from. Boston which still 
bears this name. 

Paesamaquoddy means ‘Place-full-of-bears,”’ 
from makwa, a bear. This word enters into the 
name of a town in Pennsylvania, Mauch Chunk, 
which means ‘‘bear hill.” 

Piscataqua is the “many deer place,’’ from at- 
tuck. a deer. The Schoodic Lakes, in Maine, are 
the “trout lakes.” 

MEN AND WOMEN. 

WO features, formerly inseparable from the 
recent investiture in France, in connection 
with the bestowal of the Collar of the 
Golden Fleece, are now omitted in the case of 
foreign recipients of the decoration. One is the 
religious ceremony and costume peculiar to the 
order, and the other the somewhat formidable 
fees, which consisted of a donation of about 800 
france and all the expenses of the voyage and 
residence of the delegate, a total of 15,000 francs.

FIVE MILLIONS FOR 
A FIVE FRANC PIECE. 


| Ff YOU happen to have’in your possession the 


particular French coin known as a 5-franc 

piece, you may unwittingly be a millionaire. 
Such, at least, says Pearson's, is the belief 
shared by hundreds upon thousands of credulous 
Frepch men and French women, many of whom 
spend most of their spare time destroying quantf- 
ties of 5-franc pieces in the hope of realizing a 
fortune. 

Dr. Carco-Leonardo Nardez, a well-known nu- 
mismatist, and one of the recognized authorities 
on coin lore, speaking of this curious condition 
of affairs, said: 

“The etory of the strange 5-franc fortune le- 
gend may be briefly told. A 5-franc piece, to be- 
gin with, is a silver coin, and is worth about a 
dollar. -Napoleon I. was very anxious [to make 
the coin a popular one, and with this end in view 
caused it to be circulated everywhere throughout 
France that he had inserted in one of the silver 
pieces, before it left the mint, a bank note or Oof- 
der for 1,000,000 of these same 5 francs—roughly 
about $1,000,000. Whether he really did this or not 
I cannot say for certain, but the weight of evi- 
dence would seem to show that it was done. 


“In the manvscript memoirs of the Duc de 


Feltie, Napoleon’s Minister of War, it is express- 
ly stated that the Emperor inclosed a note on the 
Benk of France, duly signed by the governors of 
that institution, tn a split 5-frane piece; that the 
halves were then welded together, partially re- 
minted and thrown in a heap of similar coins, 
which the Emperor mixed with his own hands. 

“The most likely explanation as to why the 5- 
franc piece fails to turn up is that Baron Ferdin- 
and de Rothschild, a French member of the great 
Jewish banking-house, secured it. This account 
states that Baron de Rothschild, having investi- 
gated the tradition and found sufficient proof of 
its truth, deliberately set to work to locate the 
note. 

“He quickly bought in and collected every 5- 
frane piece he could get, and his agents were noti- 
fied to preserve and forward to Paris every 5- 
franc piece which reached them in Europe, Asia, 
Africa or America. In his office the baron kept 
three trusty men hard at work bisecting the coins. 

“He found the note for 5,000,000 francs, having 
spent nearly a million to obtain it. The order 
was duly presented at the Bank of France and 
cashed by that institution.

The number of bacteria in London crude sewage 
is 3,899,000 per cubic centimeter, at the Barking 
outfall, and 3,527,000 at the Crossness outfalls, ac- 
cording to the averaga number of recent counts by 
Dr. A. C. Houston, made early this year, under 
the direction of Dr. Frank Clowes, chemist of the 
Lendon County Council. The range at Barking 
was from 7,260,000 on May 3 to 513,000 on April 15; 
and at Croesness, from 5,290,000 on March 2 to 2,- 
410,000 on April 2 

What is believed to have been the largest turtle 
ever captured died recently in the London Zoo. 
It was about seven feet long, and is said to have 
been 150 years old. This giant turtle, which was 
an object of curiosity not only to the casual visit- 
ors at the Zoo, but to zoologists, belonged to the 
species known as testudo migra, and came from 
the Galapagoo Islands. It was of special interest 
to Americans, because one of the heroes of the 
old navy. Captain, afterward Admiral, Porter, 
presented it in 1814 to the Chief of Rotumah 
Island where it remained until 1870, when it was 
shipped to Sydney, N. S. W. It was brought to 
the London Zoo in February last. Its death is 
thought to be due to the hardship of the voyage 
and the severity of the London climate. 

The Revue des Science says that the pale green 
light which shines from the so-called glowworm 
is due to the emission of X-rays. Recently 300 of 
these insects (for it is claimed that they are not 
worms, but a kingless specie of beetle) were made 
the subject of experiment by inclosing them for 
two days in a dark chamber, sheltered from ail 
foreign lights, and placing them before photo- 
graphic plates, screened by several thicknesses of 
black paper, as wellas by plates of brass, copper 
and aluminium; also a piece of cardboard, witha 
hole in it, was interposed between the plates and 
the photographic plate. When the latter wae 
developed it was found to be blackened, except 
at the part opposite the hole in the cardboard. 
The rays of the Lampyris noctiluea (or glow- 
worm) appear, therefore, to have penetrated the 
metal and excited luminosity In the cardboard.

POWDER, GUN COTTON 
AND DYNAMITE. 


éé MONG the many accidents which are on 

record,” eays Prof. Charles E. Munroe, 

“one of the most notable is that of the 
explosion of 55 tons of blasting gelatin which was 
being unloaded from a railway train at Braam- 
fontein, 300 yards west of Johannesburg, in South 
Africa, on Feb, 19, 1896, and which was exploded 
by an-end-on collision, The result of the explo- 
sion of this enormous quantity of one of the most 
powerful explosivés ueed was fo produce a crater 
300 feet long, 65 feet wide, and 30 feet deep in soft 
ground; or, taking a cubic foot of earth as weigh- 
ing 100 pounds, the superficial explosion of this 
55 tons of explosive gelatin excavated about 30,000 
tons of soft earth. Besides this, there was a total 
destruction of all building within a radius of 330 
yards, while from that distance to 660 yards all 
the building were ghattered, and the roofs were 
battered in up to about 1000 yards; but all these 
buildings were built chiefly of corrugated iron 
and mud, and therefore were of a most unsub- 
stantial character. On the other hand, we have 
in the United States the blowing up of the Hud- 
son River Palisades at Fort Lee in 1893. when 
the explosion of two tons of dynamite, placed in 
a chanfber in the rock, brought down 100,000 tons 
of rock; the blasting at the Dinorwic quarries, 
Lamberis, in the game year, when two and one- 
half tons of gelatin-dynamite, placed in chambers 
in the dike, overthrew 180,000 tons of rock: and 
the destruction of the famous Talcen Mawr in 
1895, when seven tons of powder, poured into two 
Shafts, dislodged a mass of rock computed to 
weigh from 125,000 to 200,00 tons. From this we 
find that the dynamite on the interior at Fort 
Lee was over 40 times as efficient as the ex- 
plosive gelatin on the surface at Johannesburg, 
while the powder at Talcen Mawr was over 42 
times as efficient. It is, hence, not surprising that 
the superficial explosion of the 300-pound charges 
of gun-cotton thrown by the Vesuvius’s gune at 
Sagtiago during the late war between the United 
States and Spain produced no serious structural 
damage, and simply harrassed the enemy by their 
frightful report, which occurred at infrequent in- 
tervals and unexpected times.”

Royal Scottish Geographical Society, con- 
cerning the exploration of the Antarctic Seas by a 
British expedition. Some tentative efforts have 
been made recently by aecientists on board 
whaling’ ships to extend knowledge of 
southern polar regions, but the results, 
however interesting, have necessarily been 
fragmentary. Some time ago the admiralty 


was urged to undertake this work of exploration.. 


Gecgraphers had in view the splendid results 
which followed the employment of H. R. 8. Chal- 
lenger in deep-sea exploration under the direction 
of the late Sir Wyville Thompson, and afterward 
of Sir John Murray, but Mr. Goschen replied em- 
phatically that in the present etate of European 
politics no British man-of-war could be spared for 
such a purpose. In default of Government assist- 
ance the “Marquis of Lothian and Sir John 
Murray, the old chief of the Challenger expedition, 
probably will make an appeal to the public for 
funds needful for Antarctic exploration. 

In a recent paper on'*The Accepted Altitude of 
the Aurora Borealis,”” read by Prof. Cleveland 
Abbe before the American Philosophical Society, 
he stated that some observers have seen the light 
in such positiions between themselves and neigh- 
boring objects as to demonetrate that the 
aurora, like the lightning, may be entirely confined 
to the lowest stratum. Others have seen it 6o 
located among the clouds that its origin must 
be placed at or below their level, and therefore 
within a few thousand feet of the earth's surface, 
On the other hand, those who have calculated the 
altitude of specific beams by triogonometrical or 
equivalent methods have ddeucted heights of 20 
to 100 miles; Dr, Boller has even quoted an altitude 
of 1245 miles.

VOYAGES OF BOTTLES 
IN ARCTIC CURRENTS. 


APT. W. F. MILNE of the Dundee whaler 

Eclipse has for many years taken a deep 
interest In the question of ocean currents, 

and his exeriments have. frequently met with 
recognition from the British meteorological au- 
thorities. On the voyage from which he has 
just returned Capt. Milne took occasional oppor- 
tunities of throwing overboard sealed bottles con- 
taining a note of the latitude and longtitude of 
the particular spot, along with any other Informa- 
tion, and requesting that the finders ahould for- 
ward same elther to the American ofr British 
authorities. Nothing has as yet been heard of 
his half-dozen bottles so consigned to the deep 
on the last voyage of the Eclipse; but it is 
somewhat curious that, immediately on Capt. 
Miine’s return to Dundee thie week, he should’ 
have received one of a number of messages thrown 
overboard by him during his previous cruise, says 
the Dundee Advertiser. 

On October 29. 1887. Capt. Milne gave to the waves 
a bottle containing the following message: 
“Whaler Eclipse. To the Onder: “Please forward 
thia to the Meteorological Office, London, oF 
Washington. Put over tn latitude @ degrees 
*” minutes § north, longtitude @& degrees f 
minutes west.” The Eclipse was then 710 miles te 
the north and fully more than that distance to the 
west of Cape Farewell. Generally speaking, ahe 
was at the mouth of Davis Straight. The bottle 
was picked up on August 4 by Angus Mcintyre 
hetween Barra Lighthouse and Hueskar light- 
house and not far from Armile Point. Instead 
of forwarding the Message as requested, Melintyre, 
who lives at Botsdale, South Uist, sent it on te 
Milne at Dundee and the Captain intenéde 
forwarding {t himself. The bottle in which the 
message was contained had drifted about 1500 
milex ere it found a rocky resting place on the 
shores of the Hebrides. It had probably heen 
in the water for nine months and some days, 0 
thar it had been borne along at, #8 hear as 
Pp yaeible five and a half miles a day Perhaps 
the bottle might have been lying Where it 
wae found for a considerable time, but the

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TREA NT OF FROST BIT 
How It Is Caused and the Method by 


Which It Is Relieved. 
By D. C. Heely, M. D. 
Foe bite is the result either of exposure to 


an intense degree of cold, or of the pro- 
longed exposure to a less degree. The parts 
most affected are the nose, lips, ears, fingers and 
4068, but occasionally the effect is more extensive- 
dy diffused, whole limbs becoming frost-bitten. 
The first effect of cold is to diminish the circu- 
Jation or vital action of the part to which it is 
applied. The parts become a dusky red, with a 
tingling of pain, but further exposure causes @ 


tullowy whitencss of the affected part, which is. 


@iso shrunken, insens!ble and motionless, present- 
ing much the appearance of gangrene from arterial 
ccclusion. Intense cold not only weakens, but 
entirely suspends vital action. 

Mortification may be induced directly by the in- 
tensity of the cold, depriving the tissues of vital- 
Sty, though usually death of the part follows from 
the violent infommatien resulting from undue re- 
action or imperfect circulation of the blood. 

There are numerous cases of congestion caused 
by the sudden thawing, when the previous severe 
cold had given the affected person no inconve- 
nience. 

The treatment of frostbite consists of moder- 
Ating the intensity of the reaction, and thus en- 
deavoring to prevent the occurrence of mortifica- 
‘tion. For this purpose the affected part should 
be rubbed with snow or ice or covered with wet 
cloths, the petient being in the meanwhile kept 
in a cold room. By ass'duously persevering in this 
mode of treatment, gradual reaction may be ob- 
tained, and the patient may esckhpe with moderate 
inflammation, manifested by slight swelling and 
tireling. Should this stage be severe, the use of 
‘the cold application should be continued as long 
us the gangrene manifests any tendency to be- 
come black, ry and shriveled, a line of demarca- 
tion and separation forming as in gangrene from 
ary other cavse. If the mortified parts be of 
emall extent, then removal should be left to na- 
ture. The reason for this is that the vitality of 
@il the neighboring tissues is impaired, and the

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RESTORING BLIND EYES. 


A Rare Operation Performed on a Blind 
Woman at Minneapolis. 


INNBAPOLIS physicians are agog over 
M an operation performed a few days ago 
by Dr. C. H. Kohler upon the sighties™ 


eyes of a young woman from North Dakota at 


St. Barnabe’s Hospital. 

Her right eye had been blind fifteen yeare; the 
left one for six. In each case the loss of sight 
was caused by a film growing over the pupil of 
the eyes as a result of long-continued inflamma- 
tion. In such cases it is the general belief that 
it is a hopeless task to try to restore the proper 
function to such organs. ¥ 

Dr. Kohler’s operation consisted of the trans- 

lanting of a portion of a rabbit's eye into the 

uman organ to restore sight. The operation has 
never been performed before in the Northwest, 
and, as far aé known, only twice in the United 
States. It is not known whether these operitions 
were successful or not, but itis a matter of record 
that an eminent eye specialist of Vienna has suc- 
cessfully performed the difficult and delicate 
operation with success a number of times. 

It was decided to make the first trial upon the 
eye that had been blind for fifteen years. From 
the first the surgeon had no thought of being 
able to restore the sight to this organ, but be- 
lieved it best to try the operation, as in the na- 
ture of an experiment upon this eye, and if it 
proved euccessful to then operate upon the eye 
which had been blind for six years, and to which 
he had some hopes of restoring the sight. The 
first eye was operated on about twelve days ago 
and the second a few days later. A number of 
yhysiclane.and surgeons were invited to witness 

th operatione, and many of them at first pro- 
fessed to be skeptical as to the value of the 
operation. but admitted after the first trial that 
they were convinced that the operation was a 
signal success. They now believe that the sight 
will be restored to one of the young woman's 
eyes. and that the other, while not restored to 
sight, will be natural in appearance. 

It has been long known by the medical! profes- 
sion that the rabbit's eye more nearly resembles 
the human organ than the eye of any other ani- 
mal, and that it has certain characteristics in 
common. As a result, it was argued that it 
might be possible to transplant a portion of the 

“animal's eye into the place made vacant by the 
cutting out of the diseaged portion of the human 
eye eo that the good portion of the human eye 
and the transplanted portion of the rabbit's eye 
should grow together and light might be received 
through the transparent eye of the rabbit. 

The patient was carefully prepared for the 
operation, and then with a specially constructed 
instrument, the front part of the diseased cye 
Was removed and thrown away. Then with the 
Same instrument a corresponding piece of the 
live rabbit's eye was removed and placed into the 
position formerly occupied by the opaque sub- 
stance. The lid was then carefully pulled over 
the eye. which was then bound up, so that nota 
ray of light could enter. This was the operation 
upon the eye which had been blind for fifteen 
years. 

About a week afterwards an examination was 
made of the eye and it had, a natural appearnce 
and a complete and thorough union had been made 
between the original and engrafted portions of 
the eye. The success of the operation depends 
upon the two growing together before the portion 
of the rabbit’s eye dles. 

The second eye was then prepared for the oper- 
ation. An examination ehowed that a larger 
portion had to be removed than from the other 
eye and the disease seemed to be deeper. But 
with the cleverly constructed instrument every 
particle of the diseased organ Was removed and a 
similar portion taken from the healthy eye of the 
animal. The transplanting process was done 
quickly and the eye was then bandaged as the 
other was. 

Some days must necessarily pass before it is 
known whether sight has been restored, but not a 
person who saw the operation will doubt for a 
moment that the young woman who has not seen 
a ray of light for over six years will be enabled 
by this operatior to behold the light and see as 
other people.

CARING FOR THE INSANE. 


¢ the opinion of specialists the county plan 


of care for the insane, which was adopted by 

Wisconsin in 1880 has two distinct advantages 
over every other system—the economy in manage- 
ment and the humane treatment of patients. Un- 
der this system each county provides for its own 
msane under such conditions as the State Board 
of Control shall prescribe. The county is assessed 
a tax amounting to $1.50 per week for every case 
of insanity under its care, and upo i verified 
Btatement of the number of cases, Mead to the 
Board of Control, an additional sum of $1.50 for 
each case is granted by the State. At these coun- 
ty asylums board ean be furnished for $1.75 per 
week per capita, leaving the county a good mar- 
gin of profit to be invested in buildings, farm 
jJands and equipments for the asylum. 

Under the county plan patients are not starved: 
instead, they are allowed to work. Much of the 
food is raised on the farm lands connected with 
the asylum; clothing and shoes are made by the 
patients, and @ busy, natural life, under no re- 
straint, isthe result. Acute cases are sent to hos- 
pitals, and the county asylum can, therefore, allow 
its mild and chronic cases a life of freedom in 
which four-fifths of the patients improve. 

is the chief advantage of the Wisconsin sys- 
tem that farmers’ wives, who form in almost 
every State the majority of insane cases, age made 
to feel at home. ‘Conditions in the asylum corre- 
spond as far as possible to Hfe in the home 
from which the patients come. An exception is 
made in the matter of food. for pork and potatoes 
are not allowed as the regulation diet. 

It is interesting to note that Massachusetts fs 
behind Wiscons'n in caring for her insane. The 
State asylum at Danvers was built at an im- 
mense oost and is maintained at great expense to 
the State. It is a sort of gilded palace for the 
insane, with a full staff of the ablest physicians 
and attendants; but the care of so many thou- 
— necessitates a mechanical life for the pa- 

ents. 

The present overcrowded condition of the asy- 
lums for the insane in the State of Minnesota. 
together with the fact that there are at present 
600 insane people for whom no adequate provision 
can be made, has had the effect of causing an 
investigation of the most improved methods of 
caring for these unfortunates to be made. and as 
a result, the tommittee appointed by the State 
Board of. Corrections and Charities will recom- 
mend a modified form of the county plan, found- 
ed on the Wiscons:n idea. 


ENLARGEMENT OF THE HEART. 


Jose MILLKOWSKI, who claims posses- 


sion of the largest heart that ever beat 

in human breast, is in St. Louls. He has 

made an engagement to exhibit this remarkable 

organ to medical students at a City Hospital clinic 
Jan. 4. 

Millkowski is a Russian. He claims he was 

exiled to the sulphur mines of Siberia for read- 


ing prohibited books, He escaped. In doing so 
he was compelied to swim an icy river. He con- 
tracted rheumatism, which started his heart to 
growing. It has now attained the remarkable 
size of the heart of an ox. It is 9 inches long and 
ll inches wide, and its er causes a sound 
not unlike the purring of a cat, but much louder, 

Dr. Amix, the head assistant physician at the 
City Hospital, said: ‘“Millkowsk! ts afflicted with 
an enlargement of the heart, such as frequently 
comes to men who do heavy manual labor, bicy- 
clists, peamme and other athletes. The enlarge- 
ment isa the result of a valvular disarrangeenent 
which imposes upon the heart abnormal exertion 
in expelling the blood. This abnormal exertion 
in the heart, as in other organs and parts of the 
body, increases ite muscular tissue. The growth 
continues usually until the valvular affection 
reaches an acute stage, when the patient dies 
euddenly. Millkowski is now making his living 
oy exhibiting a heart that will eventually kil) 
him. Enlargement of the heart is not an un- 
common disease, especially among the classes 
I have mentioned, but Millkowski's case is the 
worst I ever saw. “A nolse similar to that which 
Millkowski boasts of is made by al! hearts, the 
difference in his case being that the noise is much 
louder. It sounds like the purring of a cat. It 
ja caused by the rushing of the blood through the 
bad vaive,.” 


IN CASE OF SHOCK,

| N OASBDS of shock a hypodermatic injection of 


one-twentieth grain of strychnine should be 

administered immediately. This should be 
repeated every half hour until three doses are 
given, and then every four hours until the patient 
recovers from the shock. 

Recovery, however, should be the signal for the 
discontinuance of the strychnine. In cases of sud- 
den shock Many persons are ignorant of what to 
do, and apply all sorts of reenedies which are not 
effective. The patient Is usually allowed to re- 
cuver as best he or she can,

EPIDEMIC INFLUENZA. 
By Charles H. Longstreth, M. D. 


PIDEMIC influenza has more lately been 
S ealled “‘the grip,” from the French word 
“grippe.” It is a disease which has be- 
come painfully familiar, not only in our own 
land, but in a large part of the civilized world. 
It assumes so many forms that an exact de- 
scription of it is not possible. Because of the 
rapidity of its onset it has received the very ap- 
propriate name, among the Germans, of ‘“‘Blitz- 
Katarrh,” or “lightning catarrh.” 


4 patient attacked by the disease is, 
suddenly sefzed by severe pains in the 
limbs, and in the head. A high fever, with 
murked prostration, follows, and there is a dry 
cough. his cough is usually spasmodic and oc- 
curs in paroxysms of great severity, which pro- 
duce soreness throughout the chest. In persons 
of vigorous constitutions-the illness lasts, as a 
rule, but a ‘hort time; and, unless there are coc- 

lications, any patient may soon recover. Un- 
ortunately, the poison producing the disease is 
liable to linger in the system for weeks, or even 
months, and sometimes longer. 

In persons of weak constitutions pneumonia is 
a frequent and dangerous complication. The per- 
son is thought also to have a marked effect in 
the production of nervous disorders, and, through 
the nervous system, to affect the heart. 

Recent epidemics of this disease have been ob- 
served to originate in Russia and sweep across 
the continent and over the ocean In a very short 
time. Bacterjologists have found the disease to 
be due to a specific organization which was dis- 
covered in i8%. The disease is supposed to be of 
tniasmatic origin, as is malaria. Damp weather 
and heavy togs favor its propagation. So do 
unhygieniz surroundings. Persons run down in 
heaith are most susceptible to its ravages. The 
prevention of the disease is largely a matter of 
attention to hygienic laws and prevention’of de- 
pression of the system by undue exhaustion and 
exposure to cold and damp alr. 

The treatment of a patient suffering from this 
mulady resolves itself into a treatment of its 
most distressing symptoms. Rest in bed is im- 
perative to a satisfactory management of a case. 
The various remedies to be applied will be deter- 
mined by the attending physician. The nurse can 
do much to relieve the patient simply by securing 
rest, warmth, simple, easily digested food, proper 
ventilation, ctc. The intense pain in the back 
is found frequently to be associated with a ten- 
dency to suppression of the urine. The use of 
dry cups, or the application of mustard plastefs, 
counter-irritant liniments, or a hot rubber bag 
may serve to relieve this pain. A steam bath 
will often allay the general aching and soreness. 
Diuretics and diaphoretics, remedies which pro- 
duce free action of the kidneys and of the skin, 
tend to this result. Tonics for the nervous sys- 
tem and for the heart are indicated. 

The severe headache may require the applica- 
tion of jce bags to the head. In conclusion, 
prompt treatment of the symptoms may do mucna 
tu shorten the duration of an attack. 


LA GRIPPE. ;

A GRIPPE, or influenza, althouzn a wom 
paratively modern disease in this country, 
has been recognized in Europe for the past 

two or three centuries. The first epidemic of note 
occurred in the United States in 1889. - 

There can be little or no doubt as to it being 
an infectious disease, as it occurs in epidemic, 
is carried by formities along the roads of travel 
and epread from an infected area to all the sur- 
rounding country and towns. 

There are several varities of la grippe—a ner- 
vous, cardiac. bronchial, intestinul and a rheu- 
matic form. Thus in the nervous form the af- 
fection attacks chiefly the nervous system, 
ducing delirium, prostration, etc. Again, in the 
rheumatic forms we have muscular pains and 

*s which are sometimes almost intolerable. 

2 severity and varieties of grippe vary in 
different localities and epidemics, but it should 
always be treated and looked upon as a dangerous 
disease, as its complication and sequelae are often 
serious. Possibly it would be interesting to men- 
tion some of these. 

The most frequent complications are pneumonia, 
eardiac trouble and intestinal inflammations. 
The sequelae, I think, are frequent and sometimes 
most serious, viz.: Tuberculosis, neurasthenia, 
and a general debility which predisposes the pa- 
tient to any disease to which he may be sub- 


jgectead, 
grippe has several peculiarities. First, it 
appear in one of several varities, and ae 
indicates, seizes or gripes one so sud- 
he readily appreciates he has the 
grippe, or more properly, the grippe has him. 

Another feature is its utter disrespect for qui- 
nine. although often used by the laity. They ex- 
pect immediate relief, but are seldom gratified by 
any benefit whatever. 

Other peculiarities are its suddennese of onset, 
great prostration, and long and tedious period of 
convalescence. 

As to the treatment of grippe, it should always 

» considered just. as important as in typhoid fe- 
ver or pneumonia. The unfortunate should s6tay 
indocrs, adhere .to a liquid diet“and alwaye to 
a nutritious one, and if the attack prove to be a 
mill one, congratulate himeelf or his medical ad- 
viser, who (in all probability) has made it so. 


BRUISES.

HE appearance of a simple bruise is familiar 
to every one. The swelling and discolorauon 


are caused by the rupture of small blood- 


enerally 
ack and 


vessels beneath the skin and the consequent e6- 
capé of blood and serum. Uncomplicated bruises 
seldom of serious importance and need but 
little treatment. The best application is cold in 
some form. A handkerchief or old piece of linen 
is dipped in cold water or in equal parts of alcho- 
hol and water and applied to the affected part. 
This muet be renewed sufficiently often to main- 
tain its frigidity. An icebag may he used, the 
ice chopped very fine and inclosed in a piece of 
muslin or linen, or in a regular rubber Icebag. 
Equally good applications are extract of witch- 
hazel. or laudanum and water applied in the 
came manner. These remedies should be used as 
long as any tenderness is present. After that 
they may be discontinued and in their stead 
the part rubbed once or twice with spirits or 
soap liniment. When the head is the seat of the 
injury. a physician should be consulted imme- 
diately, as sometimes serious consequences result 
from a blow on this part of the body. Particularly 
is this true when paleness or vomit'ng folluws 
the accident. 


THE ABUSE OF SALT,

T United States uses too much salt. The

use of salt as a condicent is so general 
that we seldom stop to think that we may 
ge to extremes. Some persons eat salt on every- 
thing. even on fruits, It Is possible to cultivate a 
taste for salt so that no food except salty food is 
relished. Whenever this condition is reached, it 

, . to call a halt on the salt question, the same 
aed, ag necessary to curb the appetite for alcoholic 
drinks. although it is hardly proper to compare 
galt with alcohol. 

The human system requires but a small quantity 
of salt, and when more than the requisite amount 
is taken the effect Is bad. The laity omer won- 
ders what bad effect can arise from excessive use 
of salt. Probably the most disastrous results are 
to the skin and kidneys, which are overtaxed in 
removing the salt from the blood. The damage to 
the skin possibly doesn’t amount to much, but to 
the kidneys the injury is grave. Another evil re- 
sult is that salt perverts the taste. rh advice is 
to use salt [In moderation and you will live longer, 
and your complexion will be better while you do 
live if that is any object. 


DON’T COUGH.

OTHING irritates a bua so much as 
N coughing. I have become so fully assured 
of this that I resort to every means 
to stop the hacking of my” patients—rewards, 
panishments, anything. Generally I succeed 
in inducing them simply to hold their breath 
when tempted to cough, and tin a little while 
the disease has disappeared, Constant cough- 
ing is Iike scratching a wound on the outside of 
the body, so long as it is done the wound will not 
heal. Let a person when tempted to cough draw 
a long breath and hold tt unth it warms, and 
soothes every air cell, and some benefit will soon 
be received. The nitrogen which Is thus confined 
acta as an anodyne to the mucous membrane, al- 
laying the desire to cough and giving the throat 
and lungs a chance to heal, 
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MAKE THE SICK HAPPY. 
By Dr. T. A. Martin. 


SICK room should be made as cheerful and 

bright as possible. There should be noth- 

ing gloomy and depressing about it. A sick 
person's condition is often influenced by his sur- 
roundings. Good cheer is @ splendid medicine, 
and anything that will promote it should not be 
overlooked. It cannot exist amid gloomy sur- 
roundings. The patient takes his cue from what 
he sees and his spirits are raised or lowered. 

The imagination of a sick person is always in 
an abnormal condition, and is ready and quick 
to act. If he sees every ome about him in good 
spirits and happy, his imagination tells him that 
his condition is improving and is not serious. His 
6tate of mind acts as a rich tonic and improves 
his health more than any amount of medicine 
and cere could in the same period. On the other 
hand, if there is an air of depression and hope- 
lessness about his room and upon the faces of 
those who come in contact with him, the effect 
upon him is disastrous. as it impresses him with 
the belief. that he is seriously ill and that the 
result is feared by his friends. 

It is good poly never to permit a patient to 
know he is serfously eick. ope is easily sup- 
pressed in most persons when they are brought 
to a sick bed. If they should learn that their ill- 
ness {s of a serious character, they would in- 
stantly begin to fear the result, and the worry 
which would follow might be difficult to con- 
tend against successfully. 

It is certainly not wrong to deceive a patient 
about so important a matter, when so much is 
at stake. As much light should be admitted to 
his room as possible. The furniture should be 
arrarged in as pleasing and happv a manner 4s 
the circumstances would permit. Nurses and vis- 
itors should smile, whether they feel it or not, 
and the conduct of every one should indicate that 
no thought is entertained that the patient is se- 
riously ill. 

He should be addressed only on the most agree- 
able subjects, and topics which amuse and pro- 
duce laughter should be discussed as often as 
possible. If the patient is able to read, he should 
be provided with humoroue literature. Don't give 
him serious books. Remember that the end al- 
ways to be achieved is the perfect happiness, 
tranquillity and good feeling of the patient. 


SOMNAMBULISM. 


Sone, might eve or sleep walking is a habit— 


one might even say a malady-—which ex- 

poses its victims to great peril. The som- 
nambulist is in a condition very similar to that 
of a hypnotized or mesmerized person. The ac- 
tion of the mind is greatly restricted, in that 
the reasoning faculty is almost completely in 
abeyance, and everything the person does is 
purely automatic and performed under the in- 
fluence of a single idea, 

But the very fact that the mind, crippled as 
its powers are, acts solely in one direction’ and 
is not distractei by external impressions, makes 
the person’s actions more certain than they 
would be in a waking state. Thus a somnambu- 
list may walk along the edge of a roof with per- 
fect steadiness, while, if awake, he would cer- 
tainly turn dizzy and fall. So, too, in a totally 
dark room the sleep walker will often move 
about without stumbling agains? c“afrs or tables, 
or will seat himeelf at a desk or stand holding 
many objects without upsetting one, 

Although we do not know with certainty the 
condition of the brain in somnambulism, observa- 
tion has taught us to recognize many of the 
causes that induce it, and so to control the habit 
in great measure. These causes may be mental, 
such as worry, brooding over one idea, and hard 
etudy, especially late at night; or physical, such 
as late suppers, insufficient exercise, and sleep- 
ing with the head- too low. 

Most sleep walkers are either of a nervous con- 
stitution or have received some severe shock, 
great grief or immoderate joy, which has tem- 
porarily disturbed their nervous equilibrium. The 
young of both 6eexes are most subject to sleep 
walking, and when the habit is formed in youth 
it is usually outgrown in a few years. 

The confirmed somnambulist should avoid all 
mental and physical causes above mentioned. The 
bed clothing should be light, the sleeping-room of 
good size and well ventilated. Much time should 
be passed in the open air, and over-application 
to studies must be carefully avoided. 

In obstinate cases the patient should not 
alone at night, and doors and windows 
be securely fastened. If he is discovered out of 
bel he should be gently guided back, and should 
net be awakened until once more lying down. 


DRINK WATER.

Y OPINION is that people do not 
as much water during the fall and 
ter 


they ehould, or as 
as is necessary for their perfect health. 


are thousands of persons who do not drink one 
glassi of water during the entire day—people, too, 
who drink from three to six glasses daily during 
other seasons of the year. Water is as necessary 
during the cool as during the warm seasons, and 
those who consume a regular quantity, regard- 
less of seasons, are benefited in their general 
health. I do not believe in gulping down water 
just because it is convenient to drink it, but I 
do believe that drinking a regular, liberal quan- 
tity each day is demanded by the system, and 
that what are known as water drinkers have, 
on the whole, much better heaith by so doing. 
There are many people who have such a horror of 
growing stout that they never drink a drop of 
water except that which goes into their coffee, 
tea and soup, and many of them go so far as to 
give up these to avo'd drinking water. I have yet 
to see the man or woman who has been made fat 
by drinking water, while I know many who have 
grown stout by avoiding it. The kidneys cannot 
roperly work unless there are liquids consumed. 
Biimulating drinks, beers and the like, may fur- 
nish the liquids, but the stimulation they cause 
is unnecessary and more than counteracts the 
good effects of their use. Notice any of the an)- 
mals and it will be seen that they drink a regular 
quantity of water every day in the year. It is 
a pretty safe rule to folléw the habits of animals, 
I am sure none of them grow fat on water alone,

prone to drop off, is erroneous. Such oc- 
currences are exceptional. In cases of severe 
frostbite, where attendance is not given in time, 
flesh may be lost by the sloughing process. 


The best application for frostbites is witch 
hazel, rubbed on the parts affected. The princi- 
ple of the treatment is to restore the circulation 
of the blood, which is stopped by excessive ex- 
posure to cold. Rubbing with the bare hands 
will accomplish much in thie direction. 

The symptoms of frostbite are numbness, which 
follows the pain of cold. This numbness i« 
punctuated with a not unpleasant tingling sensa- 
tion. The tingling sensation is supplanted by ac- 
tual pain when the frostbitten parts are subjected 
to warmth again. The only safeguard against this 
unpleasant and sometimes serious accompani- 
ment of winter is warm clothing.

Is the Poison in the Insect Deadly When 
Swallowed? 


NE of the most surprising of recent news 
s items was a telegraphic dispatch recording 
the death of an accused murderess named 

Cora Smith, who committed suicide on October 
10, at Des Moines. Io,, by eating a large number 
of spiders which she had collected in her jall- 
cell for that purpose. She took them day by day, 
until she had a quantity of them tied up in a 
handkerchief, and a meal of them destroyed her. 
It seems to be beyond question that the woman 
died after eating the spiders. Now science de- 
clares that all spiders are poisonous, and so, on 


the face of it, it- would seem reasonable to sup- 
pose that the spider polson was responsible for 
the death of the woman. But there are doubts. 
Generally speaking, poisons of animal poison, like 
snake poison, however deadly when introduced 
into the veins of a human being, are absolutely 
harmless when swallowed. That is the reason why 
a person may without risk suck the venom from 
a wound made by a rattlesnake or even by a 
cobra, which is recognized as the most deadly 
serpent in existence. 

The subject is exceedingly interesting, inasmuch 
as scientific knowledge respecting thie matter is 
SoMaparatively Sam. and anybody may be exposed 
to the bite spider. Within the last few years 
a great deal of knowledge on this subject has 
been obtained, and the poison glands of the 
mosquito and other venomous insects have been 
dissected. Of course, however, the spider is not 
an insect, from the scientific point of view. It is 
an arachnid. belonging to a very different group 
in the animal kingdom. There is no doubt what- 
ever that spidere are venomous, and a few of 
them are dangercusly so. It may surprise the 
average reader to learn that the typical poisonous 
spider possesses a poison gland and a hollow tooth 
or fang through which the venom is_introduced 
into the wound made by the tooth. The gland is 
situated much ae in the rattlesnake, the polson- 
sac being attached to the root of the fang by a 
smal! tube that conducts the venom down the 
hollow shaft. 

Here, indeed, is one of the oddest facts of nature 
—numely, the similarity of arrangement in snake 
and arachnid for the purpose of injecting venom. 
It is certain. however, that spiders do not always 
use their poison in striking; they do not need to 
employ it in Killing insects ordinarily, and it 
would appear that the venom gland is under the 
contro] of the animal. With the rattlesnake or 
cobra it is very different, the poison being in- 
jected by the mere act of closing the ‘jaws. 

Seme spiders are very much more poisonous 
than others. For example, there is the Lathro- 
dectus. as it is scientifically known, which is 
represented ‘in nearly all parts of the world by 
different species. It has been asserted that its 
venom is the most powerful belonging to any ani- 
mal in existence, judging from the effects pro- 
duced in some instances by the extremely small 
quantity with which the creature is armed, For 
this kind of spider, though scarcely bigger than 
an ordinary pea, will attack human beings on 
sight. Its ferocity depends to some extent upon 
the season of the year, however. In autumn, 
after spinning her cocoon, the female broods over 
it like a bird over its young, and is very fierce In 
defense of her eggs. This ia the only species of 
spider native to the United States that is capable 
of inflicting a dangerous’ wound. 

When anybody receives a severe insect bite, not 
properly to be referred to any familiar insect, the 
injury is usually attributed to a spider, though 
without any particular reason. The fact is that 
such mysterious bites are apt to be attributable 
to a carnivorous winged bug called the “pirate 
bug,”’ which is often found in dwellings, being 
attracted thereto by lights. The pirate bug infects 
the wound which it makes—supposing that the 
accepted theory is correct—by means of germs 
which it carries on ite proboscis. These are 
putrefactive germs, and are apt occasionally to 
cause the formation of an ulcer. It is believed 
that the pirate bug feeds to some extent on putrid 
animals, and that this circumstance accounts for 
the wounds aforesaid. 

The symptoms of poisoning by spider-bite are 
collapse, giddiness, nausea, profuse perspiration, 
and pains in the back and abdomen: sometimes 
swallowing is difficult.

The venom of 
the Lathrcedectus has been proved deadly to rats, 
birds. cats,.dogs and froga when injected into the 
circulation of those animals. Seemingly, it par- 
alyzes the heart and nerve centers. It has this 
effect even when diluted to the extent of one 
part of venom to one million parts of water. 
Like snaké poison. it has no effect when taken 
internally. It is said to occur in the entire body 
of the spider, and even in the undeveloped ergs. 
Urlike snake poison, it is quickly destroyed by 
boiling. from which fact it may he inferred that 
if we first boil our spider, we shall be in no dan- 
ger from its bit

OYSTERS AND INDIGESTION. 


‘ N interesting experiment was made not long 


since by a physician to determine the 
relative effect of whisky and beer upon the 
digestion of food in the human etomach. 

As oystere are regarded as self-digested food, 
two fine specimens were chosen, one being placed 
in a glass full of beer, and the other in a eimilar 
vessel about half full of whisky. The oysters 
were allowed to remain in their respective recep- 
tacles all night. 

When examined In the morning by the a, 
it was found that the bivalve which had been In 
the beer had dissolved with the exception of 
the tough and Indigestible heart, while the oyster 
that had spent the night in the whisky had 
shrunk to half its natural sige, and was almost 
as tough as sole leather, no dissolution what- 
ever having taken place.

Anti-Toxin for the Cure of Snake Bite 
Developed in France. 


[)* CHALMETTE of the Pasteur Institute 


at Paris has developed a snake bite cure 

on the exact lines of the new medical 
process for the cure of diphtheria and kindred 
diseases. He has produced the antitoxin for snake 
Doison. 

Now, an antitoxin is always one thing, whether 
for diphtheria, yellow fever, snake poison or what 
not. 8o, following the invariable method—as prace- 
tised, for example, with diphtheria serum—Dr. 
Chalmette inoculated horses with small quantities 
of serpent venom, gradually increasing, the in- 
jected doses until an animal thus treated was 
rendered so far immune as to be unaffected by 
an amount that would kill four hundred horses - 
under ordinary circumstances. 

His process of securing the antitoxin is simple. 
A quantity of blood being taoken into a receptacle 
from the veins of a horse immunized in the manner 
described, it was allowed to settle for several 
hours, the solid part part falling to the bottom, 
while the watery portion remaining is the 
antitoxin. 


Consul Skinner at Marseilles has sent the 
Department of State a brief report on the subject 
of Chalmette's discoveries. 

It seems that nearly all of the old antidotes and 
precautions are wrong. Sucking the wound does 
little good, cauterizing or cutting it no good at all, 
Dr. Chalmette is silent as to the potency of the 
snake bye cure that comes in flat bottles, so that 
weight his authority cannot be invoked as an 
argument against the bottlé in the fishing basket. 

The first thing Chalmette did was to separate 
the “absolute venom” in the fluid from the poison 
glands of cobras—which had been regarded as an 
almost impossible problem of organic chemistry. 
He found snake venom was a composite substance, 
part albumen, part chemicabsalt, and the residue 
—a@ very small residue, hardly one-fortieth the 
total—the poison proper. 

This is by far the most deadly stuff ever evolved 
by nature or in the laboratory, and it is reckoned 
that a thimbleful of it properly used would destroy 
25” people. 

The chemist found that the poison of all serpents 
was practically the same, the difference being 
in the percentage of absolute venom in the 
substance the reptiles inject through their fangs. 
The cobra secretes more poison than the rattle- 
snake, according to Chalmette, and that is why 
a man dies within three hours after being bitten 
by a cobra amd lives six usually when a rattlesnake 
bites him. The learned Frenchman's findings are 
disagreed with by people famillar with such 
serpents as the big diamond-back rattler of the 
Flerida swamps. They say this interesting 
American will kill a man in an hour if it gets a 
fair bite at him. 

Man, by the way, resists the action of snake 
venom much better than most animals. In this 
respect, however, the mongoose and the pig are 
his superiors. Both pigs and mongooses have a 
peculiar detestation for serpents, and slay them 
on sight. For centuries there has existed anotion 
to the effect that the mongoose (a little mamma) 
native of Southern Asja) cures itself of snake 
biies by eating a kind of plant known only to 
iteelf—a vegetable antidote; but Dr. Chalmette 
says that the creature is almost never bitten, 
being extremely active and too alert to get struck, 

In this he agrees with Rudyard Kipling, who 
makes the same statement in his story of the 
mongoose. 

There is an old notion to the effect that the 
famous snake ctharmers of India utilize serpents 
whose fange have been extracted. This is not the 
case usually. The secret of their trade is knowing 
how to handle the venomous snakes, particularly 
the cobra, without angering them. Serpents are 
capable of petship as well as dogs or cats, 
Nevertheless—as if to prove that the treacherous 
character attributed to the enake is not un- 
warranted—Oriental snake fanciers are occa 
sionally killed by their pets. 

Dr. Chalmette demonstrated the fatality of 
amputation in cases of snake bite by allowing a 
cobra to strike a rat on the tail and chopping 
off the tail within a few seconds. The operation 
of the poison was quicker than the application of 
the knife, and the rat died. 

The serum is now obtainable from the Pasteur 
Ir.stitute in Chicago. Anybody who is bitten by @ 
enake has only to write to that establishment and 
he will shortly receive by mail a small vial ol 
the antitoxin. This will be accompanied by iIn- 
structions as to the proper: method of injecting 
it into the veins with a suitable syringe. 

However, it is desirable that the person bitten 
shall have some of the serum by him’, inasmuch 
as the antidote will be very much too late when 
obtained by the process described. It ought to 
be injected within an hour after the injury is 
received, in order to Insure safety. 


CARE OF THE HANDS. 


Cen weather and sharp winds make the 


care of the hands just now an arduous 

task and one that must not be neglected 
if good results are to be the reward, A pretty 
hand is the gift of the Creator just as is a pretty 
face, but a hand that starts out as an unlovely 
specimen may be greatly improved by senalble 
methods. The naturally pretty hand has tapering 
fingers, almond-shaped nails and a emooth, soft 
skin. In order to obtain tapering fingers many 
women wear thimbles at night, with a pair of 
soft gloves to keep these appliances on. If the 
flesh is softened by a bath In warn water and 
almond meal before the thimbles are applied the 
result will be satiefactory and rapid. in the case 
of a nafl that has been mashed and is a partic-- 
ularly ugly shape this expedient is an excellent 
one. 

The hands should be dried well after bathing, 
and the cuticle at the base of the nails pushed 
back with a soft towel. They should be bathed 
before retiring and a little cream or liquid rubbed 
in to soften and whiten them. After the daily 
bath the cuticle must be loosened gently with 
a flat orangewood stick and the nails polished 
with a soft polisher. 

The nails themselves should be filed, but never 
cut: the cuticle, (f cared for properly, need never 
be cut either, but hang-nalls must be clipped with 
a pair of small curved secissore. A pair of loose 
gloves worn at night after a good lotion ts applied 
will keep the hands soft and white.

Judge Clark gave him six months on each 
count, and he is now serving a year term 
at the Workhouse. He seemed surprised 
when the new Judge exceeded the day 
limit of the regular sentence given DY 
Judge Murphy, but he left the court room 
laughing and happy as ever.’ 

Ex-Prosecuting Attorney Thomas E. Mulf 
vihill says of Maguire: 

“He la a person I shall not soon forget. 
He was arraigned several times while I 
was the Prosecuting Attorney, and the 
charge, the pleading, the sentence were all 
the same—stealing wheelbarrows, guilty 
and thirty days,

“Inherently, the man is not a thief. He 
is an alcoholic at times, flercely thirsting 
for liquor, and at such times he will move 
heaven and earth tn one of his wheelbar- 
rows to get whisky. He would not steal 
at other times. Why. I have found him so 
honorable in what he does when he has 
sobered up that he will not hesitate to tell 
the truth when he is tried, Ordinarily a 
petty criminal, even in the face of positive 
evidence, will add perjury to the crime of 
which he stands accused, but Maguire 
never does. He is honorable in the court 
room, good-natured. I never knew him to 
ask mercy of the court, and I am aure he 
never did, He has always sald, aa his 
reason for stealing the wheelbarrow, that 
he did it when drunk, and I believe he did. 

“He pleads guilty with more aiacrity than 
any prisoner I ever prosecuted. I had fun 
with him once because of his eagerness to 
plead guilty. He was brought In for steal- 
ing a wheelbarrow and I wanted to see if 
he would plead guilty if the charge were 
drawn up in a way different from that with 
which he was familiar. Bo l went to work 
and fixed a new phraseology of the charge 
of stealing a wheelbarrow, and when he 
was brought before the court I looked him 
in the eve and gave it to him something 
after this fashion:

Each 
member of the corporation is entitled to as 
many votes as he has shares, 

Each laborer is paid at the end of the 
week according to the amount of work 
done or at a stipulated sum per hour, just 
as the policy of the company may be. 

A dividend its declared annually, and the 
amount divided according to the number 
of shares held. ; 

Tell City was settled exclus'vely by labor- 
ing men. It is still the home of the labor- 
ing man, and a more prosperous commun- 
ity does not exist in Indiana in proportion 
to its size. A number of wealthy Switz- 
ere became interested in a plan for bet- 
tering the condition of such of theif coun- 
trymen as des'red to come to the United 
States, and as a result the Swiss Coloniza- 
tion Society was formed. The men who 
came over in responee to the society’s in- 
vitation belonged to a thrifty class and 
each had a little money. This, following 
the plan of their benefactors, they Invested 
in manufacturing industries, The experi- 
ments were succeesful from the start, and 
the result ‘s the beautiful and prosperous 
Tell Citv of to-day.

ELL CITY, Ind.,is the only successful 

city in the United States in which the 

workingmen own, control and operate 
the factories and fix the price of labor. 
They are formed into companies and ope- 
rate their factories singly. There is no com- 
mon purse for citizens. Each man must 
make a living for his own family, but the 
matter cr employment is so simplified that 
the difficulty of this is minimized. 


The city was founded in 1858 by the Swiss 
Colonigation Society of Cincinnati. 

Each. factory in the city—and there are 
many~—is owned by a stock company of 
citizens. They were started years ago, the 
first in 1859, by smalk sums furnished by 
individuals. Year by! year the business 
grew and as soon as a dividend was de- 
clared this money was added to that al- 
ready in the business. In this manner new 
buildings were erected and great amounts 
of money were eventually invested in the 
industries, which have made Tell City a 
flourishing town and famous as a manu- 
facturifig center of wooden utensils of all 
kinds, * 

Tell Gity is the most striking example of 
the co¢operative commonwealth, or a com- 
monwealth conducted along co-operative 
lines, in the United States. 

It has been successful where scores of 
Others have failed.

Tell City is located on the northern bank 
of the Ohio River, 100 miles from Louisville, 
65> miles from Evansville and 235 from St. 
Louis. It is built under a great chain of 
bluffs and extends along the river front a 
mile. or more. In addition to river traffic 
facilities it hes the Cannelton and Tell 
City branch of tne Louisville, Evansville 
and St. Louis Railroad (the Air Line.) 


Nearly all the streets of TeWN City are 
graded and kept in good condition. The 
drainage is good and is bettered every year. 
The business houses are modern in style 
and substantial in architecture. The resi- 
dence portion of the town has been kept 
thinly settled on purpose and every house- 
holder who desires it has adjoining his 
residence a little plot of ground to be used 
as a vegetable garden.

They are formed into companies and ope- 
rate their factories singly. There is no com- 
mon purse for citizens. Each man must 


make a living for his own family, but the 


matter cr employment is so simplified that 
the difficulty of this is minimized. 


The city was founded in 1858 by the Swiss 
Colonization Society of Cincinnati. 

Each: factory in the city—and there are 
many—is owned by a stock company of 
citizens. They were started years ago, the 
first in 1859, by smalk sums furnished by 
individuals. Year by! year the business 
grew and as soon as a dividend was de- 
clared this money was added to that al- 
ready in the business. In this manner new 
buildings were erected and great amounts 
of money were eventually invested in the

Tell @ity is the most striking example of 
the cosoperative commonwealth, or a com- 
MmMonwealth conducted along co-operative 
lines, in the United States.

It hag become a city of action where oth- 
ers have succeeded onty In becoming de- 
serted villages. 

Each stockholder is a warkingman.. He 
That de- 
pends gpon himself. Each company elects 


its own board of directors and manager, 
These men are usually stockholders. Each 
member of the corporation is entitled to as 
many votes as he has shares. 

Each laborer is paid at the end of the 
week according to the amount of work 
done or at a stipulated sum per bour, just 
as the policy of the company may be. 

A dividend is declared annually, and the 
amount divided according to the number 
of shares held. 

Tell City was settled exclus'vely by labor- 
ing men. It is still the home of the labor- 
ing man, and a more prosperous commun- 
ity does not exist in Indiana in proportion 
to its size. A number of wealthy Switz- 
ere became interested in a plan for bet- 
tering the ccndition of such of theif coun- 
trymen as des‘red to come to the United 
States, and as a result the Swiss Coloniza- 
tion Society’ was formed. The men who 
came over in responee to the society’s in- 
vitation belonged to a thrifty class and 
each had a little money. This, following 
the plan of their benefactors, they Invested 
in manufacturing industries, The experi- 
ments were succeésful from the start, and 
the result ‘s the beautiful and prosperous 
Tell City of to-day

HE largest single wheat field ever 
T known in California is now heing 
planted by Clovis Cole on the banks 
of the San Joaquin River, near the town 
of Clovis, in Madera County. It covers 
25 000 acres or 40 square miles. Whi'e it is 
true that larger acreages have been planted 
by different ranchers in that State, there 
is no parallel of the present case. 

On the Miller & Lux ranch in Kern 
County, 50,000 acres were planted one year, 
but the fields were scattered about in dif- 
ferent places. They were really a series 
of fields. located wherever there Was a 
fertile spot. Few of the fields were 2000 
acres, and in many instances there would 
be half a mile of bare land between them. 
Tho acreage planted could not be called a 
wheat field of 60,000 acres any more than 
all the wheat fields in the State could be 
classed under one head. 

The Clovis field is ideal. It is almost as 
flat as a floor. with a gentle slope toward 
the river. The outer lines of the field make 
it almost a perfect square. Each side is 
a little over six miles, and if the day is 
clear every part of the field can be seen 
from anv other part. There are no roads 
through it.. Every foot of ground will be 
utilized. 

Plowing and planting began in the big 
wheat field about the middle of last July, 
and will hardly be completed befcre the 
next two months, at least. But the grain 
will all mature at about the same time. 
Then will come the herculean task of har- 
vesting it. 

This fleld would cover two-thirds of the 
entire corporate area of Bt. Louis, 

With the bie improved machinery it does 
rot look as though there was much work 
spent on planting and harvesting the field. 
But suppose one man had to handle the 
crop, if such were possible, how long would 
it take him? 

Suppose the fleld were one mile wide and 
40 miles long and the one man had a double 
gang plow cutting a furrow 24 inches wide, 
He would start at a corner of the field in 
St. Louis and plough two-thirds of the way 
to Union. Mo., 40 miles, then he wouid come 
back and cut another furrow to St. Louis, 
making 80 miles for the round trip. 

This amount of work would be only a 

tiny scratch four feet wide along one side 
of the 40-mile field, and the process would 
have to be repeated at least 1300 times, 
making a total distance of about 105,000 
miles. 
* Suppose that the plowman worked at 
the rate of 20,miles a dav. To get over 
the 106,000 mile woud take 5250 days. To 
plant would t: about the same time, 
making a total of 10,500 days, or nearly 30 
years. It would be like spending a life- 
time, and the distance traveled would be 
equivalent to going around the world four 
times. 

Te accomplish the necessary amount of 
work within the time at his disposal the 
owner of the Clovis wheat field has to em- 
ploy over 200 men, over 1000 horses and sev- 
eral tons of big machinery. The men are 
working early and late now, and if the 
whole atreage is planted by January and 
a sufficient quantity of rain falls there will 
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will endeavor this session to have in-

Some 
are slain for dietary purposes, others for 
their plumes, some because they are con- 
demned as harmful crop destroyers, and 
millions are wantonly killed to gratify the 
love of killing, a kind of, mania which Mrs.

Several Central Texas bird lovers have 
been aSked to send information to the sec- 
retary of the national society among them 
John Strecker, Jr. Mr. Strecker finds that 
over a dozen species of birds, well known 
in this immediate region 2 years ago, have 
entirely disappeared. He says the b'rd egg 
collectors are largely responsible for the 
annihilation of the song birds hereabouts. 
All singing birds are insectivorous. The 
world is not only deprived of their music 
by their death, but its affliction in the 
ravages of crop-destroying insects is 
thereby augmented. 


Birdie Combs, a Waco boy who traveled 
to the limits of the American continent 
seeking information on birds and under- 
stood them, from the condor to the tit! 
mouse, lost his life last year before he 
completed the arrangement of his notes for 
publication. In pursuit of knowledge of 
birds, he fell from a tal) tree and was fa- 
tally injured. Friends are going through 
his papers endeavoring to secure from the 
facts he gathered, to be added to the orni- 
thological report from Texas, which {is to 
be printed and circulated. 


Just at this time attention is particularly 
directed to the destruction on the shores 
of the Gulf of Mexico where the most 
beautiful -plume birds in the world dwell 
and breed and are now perishing by mil- 
lions to supply the millinery market with 
feathers for female headwear. Societies of 
ladies are organized to repress the wearing 
of feather ornamentation. Substitutes have 
been described freely oy the press, con- 
sisting of artificia! plumes equal if not sur- 
passing the colortngs and brilllancy of bird 
feathers. All efforts have failed and the 
demand ts greater than ever, therefore 
the plume gunners on the coast are active 
and the class of birds having the misfor- 
tune to possess feathers suitable for orna-

The Duere trace their ancestry back 
to proud ‘“‘Lady Kitty Duer,’’ daugh- 
ter of Lord Stirling. She was a gen- 
uine New Yorker, descended from the 
famous James Alexander and the first 
De Peyster of New York, and through 
her mother from the Livingstons e id 
Schuylers. 

The Livingstons recall Chancellor Rob- 
ert R. Livingston as their greatest pro- 
genitor. The Chancellor was one of the 
founders of the American Academy of 
Fine Arts in 1301, and its first president. 

Closely “ associated with the Living- 
stons in Knicke:ibecker history are the 
Jays. Augustus Jay, who was born at 
La Rochelle, 1665, and died in New York, 
1761, was the Huguenot ancestor of the 
celebrated John Jay of Revolutionary 
fame. 

Of course the Van Rensselaers are the 
bluest of the blue bloo@s. Hon. Jeretsias 
Van Rensselaer, one of the delegates to 
the Landtdag, or Diet, which met at the 
City Hall Aprfl 10, 1664, is the most flTus- 
trious of the Van Rensselaer ancestry. 

The Van Rensselaers suggest the 
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Schuylers. Hon. Peter Schuyler was the 
first Mayor of Albany. His father, 
Philip Pietersen Schuyler, however, was 
the first Schuyler to land in America. 
The Barclays, after whom Barclay 
street was named, go back to Rev. Hen- 
ry Barclay, once a missionary among 
the Mohawk Indians, who preached in 
St. George’s Chapel, at the corner of 
Cliff and Beekman streets. in 1752. 
'When Hon. Rufus King, member of 
Congress from New England, married. 
in 1786, Mary. only daughter of John 
Alsop, he made New York his perma- 
nent residence. Henceforward the name 
of King is a part and parcel of every 
Knickerbocker history. 
is a knot of friendship connect- 
ing the Barclay and Moore families. 
Both trace their ancestry back to the 
early days of “Old Trinity Church.” 
The Right Rev. Benjamin Moore, 8. T. 
D., was appointed rector Dec. 22, 1800, 
consecrated Bishop of New York 1801 
and died in 1816. e was President of 
Columbia Colle for a dozen years. 
Josiah Ogden Hoffman, the revered an- 
cestor of the Hoffrans of to-day, was 
celebrated at an early e as an astute 
lawyer whose forte was the examination 
of witnesses and the handling of juries. 
One of the celebrated “Committee of 
100," which controlled all general affairs 
in New York in 1775. was John Morton.
